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IN THE WIND 


The 1997 Total Dakar Rally got under 
way January 4 and after three stages 
four-time winner Frenchman Stephane 
Peterhansel (Yam) was leading when 
the field arrived in Mali. At the comple- 
tion of the third stage January 6, Peter- 
hansel led countryman Thierry Mag- 
naldi (KTM) by some 35 minutes. 
Spaniard Jordi Acarons (KTM) is third, 
another six minutes behind, with 
Americans Danny LaPorte (KTM) and 
Jimmy Lewis (KTM) fourth and sev- 
enth, respectively. 


Steve Lamson (Hon) and Kevin Wind- 
ham (Yam) were the big winners at the 
GFI Invitational Supercross at Perris 
Raceway, in Perris, California, January 
4. Lamson topped the 250cc class over 
Jeff Emig (Kaw) and Damon Huffman 
(Kaw). Windham came from behind to 
win the 125cc race, while Casey John- 
son (Kaw) and Scott Sheak (Hon) fin- 
ished second and third, respectively. 


Cliff Palmer (Suz) won both nights of 
racing in the 125cc class of the AMA 
PJ1 National Arenacross Series in Fort 
Worth, Texas, January 4-5, while 
Buddy Antunez (Hon) and Jeff 
Dement (Kaw) split 1-2 finishes in the 
250cc class. Palmer beat Mike Jones 
(Kaw) and Jimmy Gaddis on Friday 
night, and followed that up with a vic- 
tory over Chad Pederson (Yam) and 
Charlie Bogard (Suz) Saturday. In the 
250cc class, Antunez beat Pederson and 
Palmer Friday night, and Dement 
topped Antunez and Palmer to score 
the win Saturday. After 24 races, Peder- 
son leads Antunez in the title chase, 
422-379. 


Brits Dougie Lampkin (Bet) and Steve 
Colley (G-G) battled it out in the final 
at round two of the World Indoor Tri- 
als Championship in Sheffield, Eng- 
land, January 4, with Lampkin coming 
out on top. Reigning Indoor and Out- 
door World Trials Champion Marc 
Colomer (Mon) finished third. Lamp- 
kin now leads Colomer in the series 
points standings, 37-35. 


Ronnie Tichenor (Suz) won both the 
125 and 250cc Pro classes in perfect 
fashion during round two of the Flori- 
da Winter AMA MX Series, held in 
Ocala, Florida, January 5. Tichenor 
topped Brock Sellards (Kaw) and Paul 
Currie (Kaw) in winning the 125cc class 
prior to beating Barry Carsten (Suz) 
and Sellards in the 250cc Pro class. Pat 
Barton (Suz) won the Vet Pro class. 


Rusty Holland (Kaw) won both the 125 
and 250cc Pro classes during the open- 
ing round of the CMC Sunstar Sprock- 
ets Golden State National in Gorman, 
California, January 5. Holland beat 
Dustin Nelson (Yam) and Spud Wal- 
ters (Suz) in the 125cc class and Lance 
Smail (KTM) and Nelson in the 250cc 
class. 


Former AMA Superbike Champion 
Jamie James has announced his retire- 
ment from the sport after a professional 
career that spanned some 10 years. The 
35-year-old Louisiana native will turn 
his full attention toward trying to win 
Rookie of the Year honors in the 18- 
race USAR Hooters Cup Late Model 
stock car racing championship. James 
won his AMA Superbike National 
Championship on a Yoshimura Suzuki 
in 1989, prior to winning a Pro Twins 
title in 1990 on a Fast By Ferracci 
Ducati and a 600cc Supersport Champi- 
onship in 1994 on a Vance & Hines 
Yamaha. James will begin his 1997 rac- 





ing season on February 8 in Lakeland, 
Florida, for his Asheville, North Caroli- 
na-based-Cajun Mountain Motorsports 
team. 


PACE Motor Sports, a producer of the 
AMA Supercross Series, has 
announced that it plans an increase of 
$100,000 to be awarded to participants 
in the 1997 season. Prior to this 
announcement, PACE and Internation- 
al Speedway Corporation, the promoter 
of the Daytona Supercross, had already 
committed $100,000 to be put toward 
the series point fund. The additional 
$100,000 brings the total amount of 
purse money available to riders in 1997 
to $980,000.. A $56,000 Privateer Bonus 
Award fund has been established as 
part of the total package, a fund that 
will divide $4,000 per race among any 
privateers who make the 250cc main 
event. If no privateer makes the main, 
the money will roll over to the next 
event. 


Longtime Harley-Davidson dealer, for- 
mer dirt tracker and renowned engine 
builder Leonard Andres, 84, died 
December 25 in San Diego, California. 
Leonard Andres built and tuned the 
Harley-Davidson that his son Brad 
Andres rode to victory in the 1955 Day- 
tona 200, the same year that the 
younger Andres went on to capture the 
AMA Grand National Championship. 
Prior to becoming a dealer and 
mechanic, Leonard Andres raced pro- 
fessionally in Northern California. He 
took over a motorcycle dealership in 
Stockton, California, in 1946 before 
moving to San Diego and opening San 
Diego Harley-Davidson in 1952, a busi- 
ness he sold in 1976. Andres is sur- 
vived by his son, Brad, a sister, Norma 
Baxter, four grandchildren and six 
great-grandchildren. 


Spec fuel rule: NASB/F-USA has 
announced that it has signed a deal 
with Sunoco Race Fuels that will name 
the company as the "official fuel of 
NASB and Formula USA." Under the 
terms of the agreement, Sunoco Purple 
(leaded, 110 octane) and Sunoco GT 
(unleaded, 100 octane) will be the only 
legal fuels in the Formula USA and 
EBC Brakes Sport Bike Series in 1997. 
^We've just leveled the playing field 
and eliminated the need for $15-per- 
gallon witch's brew fuels," Formula 
USA president Doug Gonda said. 
"Sunoco makes top-notch racing fuels 
that already have a winning record in 
Formula USA competition. With this 
program we can see our races decided 
on the track and not in a chemical lab." 
NASB president Roger Edmondson 
sees it as a safety issue. "Some of the 
fuels that have shown up from time to 
time at the track have reeked terribly," 
Edmondson said. "There have been 
some grave concerns about the toxicity 
of some fuels and the long-term health 
effects of exposure to those fumes. 
With a choice of safe and stable Sunoco 
fuels, our racers will not have to worry 
about that." In addition to awarding a 
55-gallon drum of fuel to the fast quali- 
fiers in the two classes, Sunoco will also 
post some $20,000 in cash awards 
through a Sunoco bonus program, 
according to NASB/F-USA. 


The NASB Championship will consist 
of five classes this season, one fewer 
than it ran in 1996. Headlining the pro- 
gram will be the Sunoco Race Fuels 
Formula USA Series, which will be sup- 
ported by the EBC Brakes Sport Bike 
Series, the Idemitsu American GP 








Yamaha’s four-stroke MXer 


utdoor motocross Nationals 
will never sound the same. 

On the heels of California's 
first attempt at regulating the emis- 
sions of off-highway motorcycles, a 
regulation that renders 1998-model 
two-strokes illegal for use on public 
land in the state, Yamaha has 
debuted its brand-new YZM400F, a 
super-trick prototype four-stroke 
motocrosser that harkens back to a 
time before the AMA instituted its 
MX/SX production rule, a time 
when exotic materials ruled the day 
and the bikes on the track had almost nothing in common with the machine you could 
buy in the dealership. 

And this is definitely not a bike you'll be finding at your local Yamaha dealer. The 
400cc liquid-cooled four-stroke was designed with one goal in mind: to qualify for 250cc 
Nationals. As such it represents a reassessment of what a four-stroke can be and is a full-| 
on works prototype, practically hand-made and littered with exotic materials. : | 

Don't believe it? The cases are machined from billet aluminum and fitted with magne- 
sium covers. The frame is fabricated out of chrome-moly steel tubing and features a titani-| 
um subframe. The valve cover is machined from titanium. The fuel tank is hand-fabricat- 
ed from aluminum sheet and the airbox is made from carbon fiber. It's a beautiful thing toj 
look at. 

As a motocrosser, rather than a warmed-over off-road bike, the YZM was designed | 
around a YZ-like package. The frame, for instance, has near-YZ geometry. The suspension: 
and triple clamps, too, come from the works two-stroke and the bike uses a stock YZ seat 
and plastic. 

It was this YZ-like package that ultimately led the YZM design team to settle on 400cc 
for the displacement, rather that going to the AMA limit of 550cc for four-strokes compet- 
ing in the 250cc class. Simply put, a 400 fit, while still providing more than enough power, 
How much? All Yamaha would say is "over 50 horsepower," although sources in Europe 
indicate that output may be 57. 

Our opportunity to see the bike came in late December at Yamaha's offices in Cypress, 
California. Yamaha was very tight with details about the powerplant, though it seems; 
highly likely that the Keihin FCR flat-slide carb feeds the three intake valves characteristic 
of Yamaha's five-valve Genesis engines. As a testament to the amount of torque available, 
the YZM is presently fitted with a four-speed gearbox. 

As for the dry weight of the bike, Yamaha wasn't talking about that either. However, 
they did say this: “It meets the (AMA MX/SX minimum weight) regulation,” said Keith 
McCarty, Yamaha's race team manager. "You know, right now I honestly don't know. 
(how much it weighs) because we (Yamaha USA) haven't put it on the scale at all because 
we're putting various parts on it and that sort of thing. I know it's not lighter than the: 
AMA limit. The limit is 216 pounds. I believe it's going to be competitive in that area, at 
least we hope so. Picking it up it feels nice, but that's not a scale. You can see they've gone 
to great extent to keep it as light as possible." 

We were allowed to heft the bike on and off the stand, and this is one light four-stroke. 

While the immediate goal for the YZM400 is to race the AMA Nationals in the capable 
hands of Doug Henry, the long-term goals fall into a more practical category. 

“As you know, the EPA requirements and clean air acts are becoming more and more 
prevalent,” said Yamaha's National Communications Manager Bob Starr. “The example" 
we use is you can't buy a two-stroke lawn mower anymore in the country. July 1 you can't 
use two-stroke weed blowers in Los Angeles County. Obviously this is becoming more 
and more an issue. So down the road it's going to be four-strokes. Does that mean two- 
strokes are going to go away right away? No. But this is the future." 

Works bikes disappeared from AMA motocross апа supercross racing when the pro 
duction rule was instituted in the mid-'80s. However, with an eye toward the future the 
AMA has given the manufacturers a one-year “coupon” - redeemable in the year of their 
choice - to develop a machine of this type. 

“The AMA was asked if there was a way that this could be homologated or used in 
racing and because of the reasons that you talked about earlier - what’s going on in Cali- 
fornia,” McCarty said. “Right now the AMA has a very successful series in Nationals and 
Supercross and I think they viewed it as a way to ensure that it was going to be successftil’ 
(in the future) and realized that all the manufacturers need some time to, a) find out are’ 
these going to be competitive, or could the four-strokes and two-strokes work together 
and have a competitive series and, b) if the two-stokes end up going away that this is a’ 
way to help their future to let us do development now. The rule is pretty simple: They’ ve" 
suspended any homologation for one year for each manufacturer - and (the manufacturer): 
can choose that year. For Yamaha it happens to be 1997. The only real rules there are isl 
that it has to meet the minimum weight requirement, which is 216 pounds, it has to meet 
the sound requirement, which is 102 decibels and it has to use the same fuel as the two: 
stroke. So it's a pretty simple thing for us. 

"Other than that we can do anything we want to do to the motorcycle in a works-type! 
state. I guess it's the first time we've had that kind of freedom in a long time to do some: 
thing like this and we hope to get in there and be noticed." 

Henry is slated to contest the entire outdoor National series, though the possibility i$ 
there for him to compete in selected supercross dates with the YZM, based largely ori 
whether or not Henry would like to do it. 

"Our goal is to race it in all of the Nationals and if Doug rode this bike and said, "Man; 
this thing is really good and I'd like to ride it in a supercross race,’ then that's not out of 
the question either,” McCarty said. “We just haven't planned for that at this moment. But 
if testing goes really well and things happen, that's an option. In either case we're commit? 
ted to using it at the Nationals. We're optimistic and hope that things are going to go real- 
ly well. Really it is a look to see if technology has caught up in the four-stroke area, has? 
technology moved forward enough to compete on a heads-up basis with a two-stroke” o0

Do not forget that Scott Russell is a 
World and AMA Superbike Champion, 
and Mr. Daytona. He went to the Lucky 
Strike Suzuki team in midseason 1995 as 
the number-two rider. Team manager 
Garry Taylor held then that Daryl Beat- 
tie was the number-one rider, a position 
he earned with a number of GP. wins 
and second overall the year before to 
Mr. Doohan. 

Russell wasn’t a GP failure riding a 
bike developed for Schwantz and then 
Beattie. Scott did very well in 1996 and 
he should be proud of his results. Beat- 
tie, Fujiwara and Rymer spent more 
time on the ground than upright. 
According to Doohan, who followed 
Scott while he led at Brno for half the 
race, “Scott rode very well, in control. 
There were places where he was faster 
than I was.” The straightaways are 
where Scott lost most of his time. 

On a bike that was developed for his 
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style and with some real inline accelera- 
tion, Scott could be a GP winner. I 
talked with him at the Japanese GP this 
year after one of his best rides of 1996. 
He didn't seem like the Scott Russell 
that I remembered from our WERA and 
CCS racing days. Where was his mil- 
lion-dollar smile and the fire in those 
eyes? When our conversation turned to 
superbikes it all came back. Scott loves 
superbikes and he will do well against 
world-class competition in 1997. Good 
luck and best wishes to Scott Russell for 
the upcoming World Superbike season.

he 1996 holiday season will long 
be remembered by supercross fans 
for the stunning announcement 
that proclaimed to the world that 
four-time AMA 250cc Supercross Cham- 
pion Jeremy McGrath was leaving Team 
Honda in order to form his own racing 
team for 1997. 

Every January, supercross enthusiasts 
around the world begin to form opinions 
and predictions on just who will be the 
champion of the approaching new sea- 
son, and 1997 was to be no different. 
Jeremy McGrath was, without any seri- 
ous doubt, the undisputed, odds-on 
favorite to capture his fifth consecutive 
AMA Supercross title. However, on 
Tuesday, December 31, 1996, those pre- 
dictions all went out the window as 
word came down that McGrath was 
leaving Honda in order to form his own 
multi-faceted, American Suzuki /Suzuki 
of Troy/1-800-Collect-backed race oper- 
ation. From that very moment forward, 
all bets were off as McGrath, with a sin- 
gle hand, sent the world of American 
supercross spinning on its collective axis. 

With this stunning development, and 
the 1997 AMA Supercross Series opener 
just a week away, supercross has turned 
into a beautiful mess. Never before has 
there been such intrigue, electricity, 
maneuvering, scheming and second 
guessing. And in the world of racing, 
cloak-and-dagger conniving of this 
nature does nothing but add to the 





excitement and sell the drama to fever- 
pitch levels. Shakespeare would be 
proud. 

When McGrath let the champagne fly 
at the final supercross of 1996 at Mile 
High Stadium in Denver, everyone 
involved in the sport was smiling. By all 
accounts the '96 campaign was a raging, 
full-on success as nearly 650,000 specta- 
tors plunked down their hard-earned 
cash and came out to watch supercross. 
Attendance records were smashed at 
nearly every event as average attendance 
at each venue was well over 42,000 spec- 
tators. Never before had the young sport 
witnessed such numbers. Moreover, 
every event received comprehensive 
television coverage from ESPN 2, ESPN 
and TNN. That went well, also, in the 
high-jinx world of broadcast reach and 
frequency rating numbers; the sport of 
supercross fared quite well as the ESPN 
2 televised races generated a household 
rating of approximately 0.5 to 1.2, which 
translates roughly to two to four million 
viewers per event. To put this voodoo 
math into perspective, supercross is 
pulling rating numbers equal to NHRA 
drag racing, IMSA sports car racing, 
Indy Car racing and not that far 
removed from the golden child of all 
motorsports, NASCAR. 

Finally, Jeremy McGrath and his all- 
conquering win streak was so extraordi- 
nary that his actions were featured on 
such prolific, mass media programming 











as ABC News, ESPN's Sports Center and 
MTV. McGrath also was a key nominee 
for TNN's Race Day Racer of the Year 
award. For the sport of supercross, it 
was an unprecedented amount of main- 
stream media exposure. We all have 
Jeremy McGrath to thank for that. 

During the off-season, the overlord of 
supercross, PACE Motor Sports, let it be 
known that it was making a few organi- 
zational changes in order to fine-tune the 
sport. It was announced that PACE CEO 
and head ringleader Gary Becker and his 
head lieutenant, Charlie Mancuso, were 
being brought on board to help usher the 
sport into a new era. This management 
change was, by all accounts, well 
received by the close-knit supercross 
community. 

Additionally, Roy Janson, the day-to- 
day operations director for the series, 
was kept on board to keep the trains 
running and the sport headed in the 
right direction. Janson has been involved 
with the sport for years and has been 
instrumental in delivering it to its cur- 
rent level of success and popularity. 
From all indicators, the new PACE man- 
agement syndicate appears to be making 
all of the right moves to take the sport to 
higher ground. 

The ESPN TV package has been 
dialed in, the promise of beginning the 
1997 series in Southern California was 
kept, the '97 schedule - that in previous 
years had seemingly been created by a 





crazy person - makes much more logisti- 
cal sense, the points fund has been sig- 
nificantly increased, the communication 
gap between the factories, press and rid- 
ers has been closed and the voice of the 
much-maligned privateer group is final- 
ly being heard. 

However, the albatross that has long 
haunted the series - the lack of a series 
corporate sponsor - is still rearing its 
ugly head. At this point in time, it does 
not appear that any new corporate 
money will be brought into the sport. If 
you have seen any footage from the 
1980s-era supercross series, it is amazing 
to see the amount of corporate support 
the series was enjoying. It was not 
uncommon to see the logo-emblazoned 
banners from Miller Beer, Skoal Tobacco, 
Wrangler Clothing and Camel Cigarettes 
lining the circuits. 

Let's hope the new PACE manage- 
ment circle can get into the corporate 
boardrooms of America and procure a 
bit of their sports-marketing budget. 
Supercross, with its prime 18- to-34-year- 
old, male demographic, excellent TV 
package and phenomenal athletes, is 
truly deserving of a corporate helping 
hand. 

On January 11, the AMA Supercross 
Series will ignite out of the gate at the 
place it all started some 25 years ago - 
the Los Angeles Memorial Coliseum. 
Finding a place back on the schedule 
after a five-year absence (after being 





removed from the circuit due to the '92 
Los Angeles riots), the famed and histor- 
ical event is being welcomed back with 
open arms. 

From the first true stadium super- 
cross race held there in 1972, to Rick 
Johnson's amazing come-from-behind 
ride in 1987, to the last-lap showdown 
between Damon Bradshaw and Jean- 
Michel Bayle in 1990, to the most stun- 
ning race of them all, the 1992 series 
finale where Damon Bradshaw faltered, 
thus opening the door for Jeff Stanton to 
win the race, and with it, the series title 
(Bradshaw hasn't been the same since), 
the Coliseum has been the sight of some 
of the greatest moments in the sport. 

Interestingly, the opulent, big-time, 
$500,000 18-wheelers of the big-four fac- 
tory teams - and the subsequent surplus 
of privateer-operated box vans and pick- 
up trucks - will stay put in the Coliseum 
parking lot as round two of the series 
also will take place in the former pur- 
pose-built Olympic Games venue. 

Upon the completion of round two, 
the AMA Supercross circus will pack up 
the big top, hop on the I-10, head east, 
and hightail it over to Tempe, Arizona, 
to run in ASU's Sun Devil Stadium. 
From there, it's on to the Seattle King- 
dome, the Indianapolis RCA Dome, the 
Georgia Dome and a stop over at Bill 
France's pride and joy - and cornerstone 
of the omnipotent NASCAR empire - 
Daytona International Speedway. 

Upon getting on the highways and 
byways of America, the circuit will then 
pull into the Minneapolis Metrodome, 
which has been moved back from its for- 
mer, frigid, January date. Hopefully, 
Minneapolis, which has traditionally 
drawn over 50,000 spectators to its 
events, will not be hurt by its new place 
on the schedule. From the land of 10,000 
lakes, the series will roll into the Hous- 
ton Astrodome, then skirt the bottom of 
the country before setting up shop in 
Orlando, which has been displaced from 
its traditional kickoff status. 

While it's no slight to Orlando and its 
fine Citrus Bowl, not many tears were 
shed when it was announced that the '97 
series would begin in Los Angeles. The 
very next week, the series will visit St. 
Louis - the site where Jeff Emig derailed 
Jeremy McGrath's 1996 13-race win 
streak. For the next three consecutive 
weeks, it's a trip to the motor city for a 
run in the Pontiac Silverdome, a cross- 
county shot to the heart of NASCAR 
country at Humpy Wheeler and Bruton 
Smith's shimmering, 170,000-seat 
NASCAR venue, Charlotte Motor 
Speedway, and a visit to the Dallas Cow- 
boys' Texas Stadium in Irving, Texas. 

The road-weary series will then final- 
ly conclude at Richie Clyne's beautiful 
new circuit in the Nevada desert near 
Las Vegas. If you have not yet been to 
this new venue, make your plans now as 
the facility is - by many accounts - the 
most stunning race track in the nation. 
To set the record straight, the 1997 AMA 
Supercross Series loses both the Ana- 
heim and San Diego events due to stadi- 
um construction projects, waves good- 
bye to the Denver, Colorado, race, and 
invites in the new Coliseum, Sun Devil 
Stadium and Las Vegas Motor Speed- 
way races. 

'Then there are the teams of the 1997 
AMA Supercross Series. No doubt all 
prepared, sorted out and organized to 
make a run for the 1997 campaign, it is 
safe to assume that the McGrath declara- 
tion of independence has thrown a big 
ol' wrench into the works. What will be 
the fallout of his decision? Will there 
now be additional shuffling and maneu- 
vering to fill the major smoking hole 





now left at Honda? Time - in the form of 
one week - will soon tell the tale. 

With the rumor mongering now at 
fever-pitch levels, McGrath is set to face 
the biggest challenge of his career. After 
winning four consecutive AMA 250cc 
championship titles and 43 event victo- 
ries for Team Honda, McGrath now 
leaves the fold of the big red machine 
that has supported him so diligently his 
entire professional career. Interestingly, 
on a historical note, with the exception of 
Mike Kiedrowski, no rider has ever left 
Team Honda and gone on to win an 
AMA National Championship. That 
said, if anyone can make the best out of 
any situation and overcome adversity, it 
will be the sensational McGrath. 

To be working in tandem with the 
legendary Roger DeCoster, who has the 
entire American Suzuki Motor Corpora- 
tion on board with his new quest, and all 
of the resources Suzuki has to offer, 
McGrath still must be considered the 
championship favorite heading into the 
Coliseum. Teamed with his proven new 
mechanic Wyatt Seals (who wrenched 
for Ryan Hughes in '96), McGrath must 
still provide answers to a number of 
intriguing questions: Can he get off the 
Honda and win on a Suzuki? Will 
DeCoster and McGrath's new indepen- 
dently run team be able to work in uni- 
son? Will McGrath miss his buddy and 
former mechanic Skip Norfolk? All good 
questions that will begin to be answered 
when the gate drops Saturday in Los 
Angeles. 

It cannot be denied that Team Honda 
has been thrown a stunning, crippling 
blow to its '97 title defense. With Steve 
Lamson set to go to war in the 250cc 
division, he is now left without a team- 
mate. Or is he? As this article was being 
penned, a number of names were being 
spun off a rumor mill that was wheeling 
at approximately 20,000 rpm. Damon 
Bradshaw, Mike Kiedrowski and Mike 
Brown were all mentioned as possible 
replacements for Super Mac. However, 
word has it that Honda will likely go 
into 1997 without a comrade in arms for 
Lamson. 

At any rate, Lamson will have a lot of 
room to move around in the new Team 
Honda big rig. Meanwhile, Team Honda 
rookie Scott Sheak, probably scratching 
his head over this entire soap opera, is 
slated to compete in the 125cc East divi- 
sion. While his 1996 supercross results 
were a bit inconsistent, that was more a 
factor of being a struggling privateer 
with little or no financial resources than 
it was a lack of talent or determination. 
With Team Honda, and its very capable 
team manager Wess McCoy behind him, 
the ever-popular Sheak will be a serious 
contender for the AMA 125cc East 
Region title. 

Team Suzuki can fulfill its destiny in 
1997. With the aforementioned McGrath 
on board in the bright-yellow, 1-800-Col- 
lect-emblazoned 18-wheeler, Roger 
DeCoster has a championship-caliber 
team on his hands. Backing up McGrath 
will be veteran Mike LaRocco, French 
sensation Mickael Pichon and three-time 
FIM 250cc World Champion Greg Alber- 
tyn, who won his first supercross in 
Tokyo in November. 

If Roger DeCoster can maximize the 
talents of these three riders, and keep the 
team operating in harmony with 
McGrath, Suzuki has the potential to do 
the most damage on the series. Stay 
tuned. 

Riding the AMA 125cc Regional 
Supercross series for the Hamamatsu, 
Japan-based marque will be Tim Ferry - 
back from the privateer grave - in the 
East, and a freshly signed Nathan Ram- 
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sey, who just bailed from the Primal 
Impulse team, in the West. 

Coming off an extremely successful 
FIM World Supercross Series, Team 
Kawasaki must be considered a deadly 
serious threat for the 1997 AMA Super- 
cross title. Kawasaki will be led by team 
captain and defending AMA 250cc 
National Champion Jeff Emig. During 
the off-season, Emig won the FIM World 
Supercross Championship and enters 
the ‘97 AMA Supercross Series with his 
confidence at an all-time high. In 1996, 
Emig was the only rider to defeat 
McGrath in supercross and backed that 
up with an emotional championship run 
in the 250cc Nationals, where he beat 
McGrath heads-up. 

Riding in tandem with Emig will be 
the ultra-talented Damon Huffman, who 
took the measure of McGrath during the 
second night of the '96 Paris Supercross. 
If Huffman can stay injury-free and max- 
imize his amazing skills, he is more than 
capable of pulling off the title. 

Ryan Hughes, the third member of 
Team Kawasaki and winner of the pres- 
tigious 1996 King of Bercy Supercross 
title, is another racer who was haunted 
by injuries іп '96. Fast, determined and 
aggressive, Hughes is a winner who has 
a few victories coming his way this sea- 
son - if Team Manger Roy Turner can 
keep his riders motivated, out of the hos- 
pital and on the gas, '97 could just as 
well be Team Kawasaki's year. 

Team Yamaha, with team manger 
Keith McCarty at the controls, heads into 
the '97 supercross fray with a well- 
rounded lineup. Ezra Lusk, who ended 
up an impressive third in the final '96 
250cc Supercross point standings, will 
lead the team into battle with a rejuve- 
nated Doug Henry at his flank. Henry, 
fully recuperated after a serious back 
injury is slated to run - at his option - a 
Yamaha factory-fabricated four-stroke in 
the series, which will provide a great, 
new technical dynamic to the proceed- 
ings. 

In the 125cc ranks, Kevin Windham - 
considered by many to be the next great 
supercross rider - will compete in the 
West division, just like he did last year, 
and do a lengthy stint in the 250cc class 
in all races that do not conflict with his 
125cc program. Don't be surprised if 
Windham pulls off his first AMA 250cc 
Supercross win in '97. Old pro John 
Dowd, who won two Supercross events 
and finished second to Pichon in the /96 
series, will do time in the East division. 

In 1997, a number of factory-support- 
ed “В” teams will hit the circuit. These 
teams are not to be taken lightly. In fact, 





more so this year than any other in 
recent history, these "satellite" teams are 
more than capable of putting their big- 
brother factory teams in a world of hurt. 
In “97, the movement will be led by the 
team that instigated the current "B" 
team craze, Team Pro Circuit/Split- 
Fire / Kawasaki. 

Owned and operated by hop-up guru 
and supercross visionary Mitch Payton, 
the team will defend its 1996 125cc East 
Region title with multi-fold amateur 
champion and series rookie Ricky 
Carmichael of Florida and David Pin- 
gree - who has rebounded from an 
injury-addled '96 season - of Arizona. 


Riding in the West Region for Pay- ` 


ton’s outfit will be Craig Decker, who 
makes an inspiring return to racing after 
suffering a career-threatening back 
injury a few years ago. Riding in a unit- 
ed front with Decker will be a lightning- 
quick Casey Johnson. If Johnson can find 
his rhythm and stay consistent, he can 
very well walk away with the West 
Region title. 

If the December 29 Chaparral Pro 
Shootout at Glen Helen Raceway is any 
indication, Team Pro Circuit /Split- 
Fire / Kawasaki riders Pingree and Deck- 
er, who ran a close second and third to 
Jeff Emig in the final, respectively, also 
will be serious title contenders. 

The most prolific effort of the support 
team movement is, without a doubt, 
Team Honda of Troy. Orchestrated by 
aftermarket-business tycoon Phil Alder- 
ton, Honda of Troy will prove to be a 
major thorn in the side to the high-dol- 
lar, bucks-up factory teams. However, 
the team was recently snakebitten in the 
off-season as their team leader Larry 
Ward, who was enjoying an extremely 
successful European supercross season 
(Ward won events in Milan and Paris), 
broke his leg in a practice get-off. Con- 
sidered to be a serious title contender, 
Ward is not expected return to the fray 
until the second or third race of the 
series, thus doing serious damage to his 
title hopes. 

Left to carry the Troy torch will be 
Mike Craig and Mike Kiedrowski. The 
slightly eccentric, and quite-capable 
Craig goes into the 97 season as the title 
dark horse. 

Coming off of two highly impressive, 
back-to-back wins at the Geneva Super- 
cross, Craig has proven, time and time 
again, that he has the talent and speed to 
run with anybody, anywhere, anytime, if 
his head is screwed on straight. If he 
starts the season off well, Craig can very 
well win the whole thing. We shall see. 

Teamed with Craig will be four-time 





AMA National Champion Mike 
Kiedrowski. Out of retirement to make 
another run at supercross glory, 
Kiedrowski is an unknown entity. While 
his talent, desire and determination have 
never been questioned, his year off from 
the sport may come back to haunt him. 
However, if anyone can blow off the 
cobwebs and get back on the gas, it is the 
“MX Kied.” 

In the 125cc class, Phil Alderton will 
send out the latest and greatest import 
from France, Stephane Roncada, in the 
East and Casey Lytle in the West. Both 
riders have the ability to visit the top 
step of the victory podium on more than 
one occasion. 

Factory Yamaha will join forces with 
Team Chaparral in 1997, as the San 
Bernardino, California-based team will 
officially be designated as Yamaha's fac- 
tory supported “B” team. 

Leading the charge for team manager 
Larry Brooks will be journeyman racer 
Phil Lawrence, who raised a number of 
eyebrows in '96 with his fine fourth- 
place in the final AMA 250cc Supercross 
point standings. Cast as the lead man in 
the Chaparral squadron, Lawrence will 
be a force to be reckoned with. 

Running interference for Lawrence 
will be another new member to the team, 
Jimmy Button, who returned to race as a 
privateer in America in '96 after an ill- 
fated run at the 1995 FIM 125cc World 
Championship Series. Now on good 
machinery and a member of a strongly 
supported team, Button could be a spoil- 
er this season. 

Chaparral also will field a significant 
125cc effort in the form of Chad Peder- 
son and Travis Preston in the East 
Region Supercross Series, while Califor- 
nians Michael Brandes and Greg Schnell, 
who nearly won the '96 Anaheim Super- 
cross, will race in the West. French con- 
nection David Vuillemin also will take 
part in the West region series. 

Team Primal Impulse, out of Texas, 
will hit the road as factory Honda's 
125cc satellite team. Led by perennial 
contender Robbie Reynard, Primal 
Impulse has an outstanding chance of 
taking a title back home to the Lone Star 
state. However, for this to happen, Rey- 
nard, considered by many railbirds to be 
the greatest young motocross talent in 
the nation, has to keep the rubber side 
down. Perhaps the most injury-addled 
rider since a young Mike LaRocco, Rey- 
nard has all the talent in the world - but 
he needs to be racing, not visiting doc- 
tors. 

Another Honda support team will hit 
the circuit in '97, and if all goes as

here at Cycle News still predict that Jeremy 
McGrath will record his fifth straight 
AMA Supercross title, but what you can't 
tell is that those who picked McGrath are 
nervous.

planned, it could be a major player in the 
250cc division. Team Manchester Honda 
will field the enigmatic Damon Brad- 
shaw, and if the "Beast from the East" 
starts the season off with a bang, he 
could very well be in the thick of things 
by May. 

To attest to this assumption, if not for 
a bobble in the last turn at the '96 Tokyo 
Supercross, Bradshaw would have 
pulled off the victory. Instead, Albertyn, 
who capitalized on the miscue, dived 
under Bradshaw, thus snatching away 
the prestigious win. Bradshaw was said 
to be livid over the loss and vowed to 
get even come January '97. Well, that 
time is now here and it will be very 
interesting to see how Damon fares on a 
Honda after spending his entire profes- 
Sional career as a member of the Yamaha 
factory team. Joining Bradshaw in the 
Manchester Honda transporter will be 
125cc East Region competitor Robbie 
Skaggs of Kansas. 

To add fuel to an already-raging fire, 
1997 will see a plethora of privateer and 
dealer-supported riders salivating at a 
chance to take a swipe at the high and 
mighty factory - and factory support - 
teams. Brian Swink and Brian Deegan 
will form the Team Moto XXX effort and 
run in the 250 and 125cc East divisions, 
respectively. Team F&S Suzuki /Kawasa- 
ki out of Ohio will field a squadron of 
riders including Davey Yezek, Shaun 
Perolio, Kevin Crine, Mike Metzger and 
Jeff Hedden in the 125cc class, while 
Cliff Palmer will compete in the 250cc 
division. 

Suzuki Support will lend a hand to 
Texas hotshot Charlie Bogard, along 
with Jiri Dostal and Chris Wheeler. 
Team Green will provide support to 
promising Ohio youngster Brock Sell- 
ards. Other privateers who will provide 
atmosphere to the '97 series include Ty 
Wallace and Gene Naumec (whose '97 
season is in doubt because of an off-sea- 
son crash/injury) of Team RRP, the fast 
and talented Rich Taylor, Tony Amara- 
dio and Jeff Willoh of Team Noleen/ 
K2/Sizzler, Cory Keeney and the high- 
flying, crowd-pleasing, hell man Mike 
Metzger. 

Finally, a cross-section of young 
European and Japanese riders will run 
in the first few rounds of the series, with 
the foremost among them being FIM 
125cc World Champion Sebastien 
Tortelli. Tortelli will ride a KX250 in the 
first four rounds before heading back to 
Europe to take on Stefan Everts, Mar- 
nicq Bervoets, Tallon Vohland and 
American Mike Brown - who also will 
race the first four supercross events - in 
the FIM 250cc World Championship 
Motocross series on his Chesterfield 
Yamaha. 

So there you have it - the premise to 
the 1997 AMA Supercross Series. The 
series has not even started and the soap 
opera that is currently being played out 
has enough high drama, infighting, fin- 
ger pointing, two-timing and intrigue to 
make the writers of "Melrose Place" 
green with envy. 

Think about it. The best rider the 
sport has ever seen has decided to 
change teams at the very last minute, 
leaving the strongest team in the history 
of the sport with a huge void to fill and 
no time in which to do anything about it. 
A team that has not won the supercross 
championship since 1981 - or a super- 
cross race since 1991 for that matter - is 
now in the driver's seat, and the only 
man to beat McGrath in 1996 is eagerly 
awaiting to draw first blood. 

What's going to happen in this 
cliffhanger? Who knows? You'll just 
have to tune in next week. єх

he ball hasn't even been teed up 
| | for the kickoff to the 1997 AMA 
Supercross Series, but the 
biggest story of the season may have 
already played out. After weeks of 
rumor and speculation, four-time series 
champion Jeremy McGrath confirmed to 
Cycle News that he is leaving American 
Honda to race a factory Suzuki under 
the Nac Nac Enterprises banner. The 
surprising move ends McGrath's six- 
year relationship with Team Honda - a 
union that resulted in the last four AMA 
250cc Supercross titles, the '95 250cc 
Motocross Championship, a pair of 
125cc West Region SX titles, a set of FIM 
World Supercross Championship tro- 
phies, and two appearances on winning 
Motocross des Nations team. 

This new deal came together just one 
week before the January 11 opening 
round of the 1997 AMA Supercross 
Series opener, a series that McGrath was 
heavily favored to win again had he 
stayed with Honda. Now the unknown 
factors kicks in: new bike, new team, 
new mechanic, new attitude. But while 
giving Cycle News an exclusive first 
interview, McGrath sounded confident, 
focused and very satisfied with his 
move. He also went to great lengths to 
assure us that his departure from Honda 
had nothing to do with salary, equip- 
ment or team personnel; it was a matter 
of personal happiness. And by all signs 
he seems ready, willing and able to win 
on a Suzuki. 

Is this all for real? Are you really leav- 
ing Team Honda? 

Yes, it's finished. I am no longer with 
Honda. 

What are you riding now? 

I just got done working on my Suzuki 
RM250. 

How weird does it feel to say that? 

It's weird, real weird. I still can't believe 
it myself. The whole deal has been a sur- 
prise. When it first started to sink in that 
I wasn't going to be riding for Honda, I 
was kind of nervous because I never 
really rode for any- 
one else. But now 
that I have my mind 

















with Honda? When we last left you 
after the World Supercross Series, it 
didn't seem like anything was wrong. 
Nothing really went wrong with the 
team itself; everyone on the team was 
great. They gave me 100 percent effort 
and supported all of the time. They 
always gave me the same respect that I 
gave them. What went wrong was all 
politics with management. The effort 
from Japan and the race department 
was excellent - it was just politics with 
the contract. 

Was it the terms of the contract or the 
money? 

A lot of people are going to assume it 
was because of the money, but that was 
never an issue. My decision to leave 
never, ever had anything to do with 
money. If anything, I'm taking a chance 
on that end of it. It had everything to do 
with: being myself and being the same 
person that I’ve always been through- 
out my career, at least ever since I got 
up to the top. I don't know how to 
really explain it - it was one of those 
things that you have to live through 
to understand. I just wanted to be 
happy in my every day life.

Exactly, and I was always happy at 
Honda, but the terms of the new con- 
tract were just getting really, really tech- 
nical and I wasn't ready for all that.

No one has to 
tell me to do this or do that - I know 
what it takes to win and I do what it 
takes to win.

t may not have been a National, but 
4 it was the next best thing. Several 

top 125 and 250cc pros shooting it 
out on a specially prepped supercross 
track at Glen Helen Raceway. The Pro 
Challenge Shootout that staged the 125s 
and 250s on the track at the same time 
was held in conjunction with the Chapar- 
ral AMA Amateur Championship Week. 

However, when the gate dropped and 
Kawasaki's Jeff Emig motoed his way to 
the 250cc Pro and Pro Challenge wins, 
there was nothing amateur about it. The 
newly crowned National MX champ 
ended 1996 with a bang by annihilating 
the competition in the 250cc race and giv- 
ing everyone at Glen Helen a lesson on 
working their way through the pack dur- 
ing the Pro Challenge. . 

The format for Chaparral's Invitation- 
al Pro Challenge was creative and made 
for some good, tight racing. The 250cc 
Pro heat consisted of 26 riders turning in 
12 laps. The 125cc Pro heat used the same 
format as the 250s, only the starting gate 
had no vacancies for the 125s. Forty 125s 
lined the gate in hopes of making it to 
main event. 

The top 10 finishers in each race 
advanced to the 20-rider Pro Challenge. 
Sound fair? Not to the race organizers 
who decided to give the 125s a head start 
for the Pro Challenge. The handicap start 
was based on the difference between the 
250 and 125cc race times. 

“Getting the holeshot will be the big 
ticket today," Emig said. "It's real impor- 
tant to get a good start here. It's à good 
track but it's hard to pass." 





Ironically, Emig's start for the Pro 
Challenge was boo ЧЫК: but good. Lucki- 
ly, he went to plan B, passing riders left 
and right catching up to the leaders. At 
one point Emig dropped his bike in a rut- 
ted turn but got up quickly enough, only 
surrendering one position. After the 
small spill, Emig shifted gears and 
charged into the lead, making it look all 
too easy. 

Second in the Pro Challenge went to 
David Pingree who turned a 10th-place 
finish in the 125cc heat into a bid for the 
overall win in the main event. The Split- 
Fire/ Pro Circuit/Kawasaki rider got the 
holeshot in the Pro Challenge and never 
gave up the lead until Emig passed him 
on lap 14 of the 20-lap main. 

Third went to Pingree's 125cc team- 
mate Craig Decker, who came danger- 
ously close to passing Pingree in the 
early going. Decker turned in a solid per- 
formance on the day finishing second in 
the 125cc heat. 

The Pro Challenge fourth-place finish- 
er was Kawasaki's Ryan Hughes, who 
just missed a podium finish by a few sec- 
onds behind Decker. Hughes' second- 
place finish in the 250cc heat made him 
one of the race favorites for overalling 
the main event, but starting nearly a 
minute behind the 125s was a great dis- 
advantage, even for Emig. 

Rounding out the top five was YZ250- 
mounted Mike Brówn. Brown ran a 
strong third in the 250cc heat and at one 
point led the chase of 250s in the Pro 
Challenge as they hunted down the 125s. 

Although amateur racing took place 
all day at Glen Helen, the pros were 
treated to their own personal track that 
only used half of the amateur circuit. A 
supercross-style section was created 
especially for the pros and planted right 





in front of the grandstands. Between the 
open pits and the high flying triple jump 
in front of the bleachers, race fans had 
plenty to see. 


250cc 


When the gate dropped for the 250cc 
Pro heat, it was no surprise that Emig 
had pulled the holeshot. On his rear tire 
were Brown, Japanese Motocross Cham- 
pion Jeff Matiasevich, Lance Smail, 
Jimmy Button, Phil Lawrence, Hughes 
and Buddy Antunez. 

The lead group stayed bunched up 
right behind Emig until halfway through - 
the first lap. Lawrence was the first one 
to fall off the pace when he fell off his 
bike in a long stretch of stadium whoops. 
After crashing on the first lap, the Chap- 
arral/ Yamaha-backed Lawrence retired 
to the pits. 

Hughes rocketed past KTM's Smail 
and Chaparral Yamaha-sponsored But- 
ton. The multi-rider pass put Hughes in 
fourth, right behind Matiasevich: The 
two KX riders battled for a lap, but the 
whoops got the best of "Chicken" when 
Hughes passed him in a turn following 
the giant obstacles. 

Hughes was not the only rider on the 
move making his way up from a bad 
start. Suzuki-mounted Shaun Perolio was 
well out of the lead group at the first 
turn, but by the third lap he had caught 
Antunez, who was in seventh. Antunez, 
who had planned on riding the 250cc and 
the 125cc heats, felt Perolio's pressure, 
but held steady, riding carefully and cap- 
italizing on other riders’ mistakes. 

"I got a mediocre start,” said Antunez, 
who rode a stock CR250. “On the first 
lap, I reached up to grab a tear-off and I- 
grabbed all of them off. Other than that I 
felt okay. I just sat back and waited for 
















everyone to get tired." It was not long 
before that happened. : 

Smail, Matiasevich and Button all 
would give way, awarding Antunez 
fourth place. Perolio followed clsely 
behind all the way to the finish. Button's 
strong start fizzled out about halfway 
through the heat when he developed arm 

ump. 
"We had our stiffest supercross sus- 
pension on the bike," Button explained. 
“I just got pumped up real bad because 
the bike was all over the place." 

Nevertheless, he held on for a ninth- 
place finish, qualifying him for the Pro 
Challenge. 

Up front, Emig had built up a 10-sec- 
ond lead over second-place Brown, who 
was succumbing to Hughes' attack from 
midpack. Brown and Hughes raced one 
another very tightly for two laps before 
Hughes was able to make his move. 
Once he did pass Brown, he ran off and 
left him and even gained some ground 
on Emig. 

“I got a good jump off the line, but 
then I got pushed out, so I dropped back 
and then I hit one of those track signs," 
Hughes said. "After I got into second, I 
made some time on Jeff (Emig) when he 
got stuck behind lappers." 

Hughes made about one second per 
lap on Emig and even appeared to be rid- 
ing much faster in certain sections, but 
was still too far back to make it count. At 
the finish, he was seven seconds behind 
Emig and a good 10 seconds in front of 
Brown. 

Emig took the checkered flag just as 
easily as he had taken the holeshot at the 
start. Hughes sped across the line in sec- 
ond, followed by a steady-riding Brown. 
Antunez’s careful tactics put him in 
fourth with his shadow Perolio in fifth. 








On the last two laps, Matiasevich, 
Smail and Yamaha's Doug Dubach all 
battled very closely for sixth place, but it 
was Matiasevich who came out on top, 
taking sixth, with Smail and Dubach fin- 
ishing seventh and eighth, respectively. 

Button took ninth and Yamaha- 
mounted Donald Upton finished 10th. 


125cc 


Forty bikes charged out of the gate in 
the 125cc heat, and it was Yamaha-mount- 
ed Josh Tarantino who took the holeshot. 
Behind Tarantino was Chaparral Yama- 
ha's Michael Brandes, Decker, Ty Kady, 
Honda's Scott Sheak and Tony Amaradio. 
The rest of the field was slowed down by 
a pileup in the second turn. 

Brandes made his move for the lead 
before the first lap was over. He passed 
Tarantino and started to open up a siz- 
able lead. Sheak moved into the fourth 
spot behind Decker when Kady fell off 
the lead pack pace. 

Yamaha-mounted Dustin Nelson and 
Antunez overcame bad starts and moved 
into the top 10. Both riders were moving 
through the pack very swiftly and were 
putting pressure on Kady and Amaradio 
by the end of the second lap. 

As Brandes' lead got bigger, third- 
place Decker was putting all kinds of 
pressure on second-place Tarantino. 
Tarantino finally gave way on the tail 
end of lap three, giving Decker the go- 
ahead. Decker immediately started reel- 
ing in Brandes. By lap five, Decker had 
cut Brandes’ lead down to a couple of 
lengths. 

While Brandes and Decker were dic- 
ing up front, Johnson and Chaparral 
Yamaha's David Vuillemin were racing 
through the pack. Lap after lap, the duo 
diced through the pack, passing Nelson, 

iSheak, Antunez and Tarantino. By lap 
six, Johnson was in third, right on the tail 
of teammate Decker. 

On lap seven, Decker rammed into 
the back of Brandes in a turn and went 
down, allowing Johnson and Tarantino 
by. One lap later, Brandes came up short 
on a triple jump, handing the lead over to 
Johnson, who seemed to be getting all the 
breaks. 

“Brandes went over the bars," John- 
son said. "He did a mis-shift or some- 
thing and came up short on the triple." 

Brandes' bobble put him out of con- 
tention for the top 10, but moved Taranti- 
no into second and Decker into third. 
Moments later, Sheak fell victim to 
Vuillemin, giving up a hard-fought 
fourth place. 

“It’s been а while since I’ve been on а 
bike because of Christmas," said Sheak of 
his less-than-stellar performance. “I just 
rode too aggressive, I think, and got arm 
pump." 

Sheak dropped back as far as seventh, 
where he would eventually finish. 

In the closing laps, Johnson opened 
up a commanding lead over second- 
place Decker and third-place Vuillemin, 
who both got around Tarantino when he 
faded to fourth. Antunez sat in fifth and 
put a little heat on Tarantino but ran out 
of time. 

Sixth went to the Yamaha of Travis 
Preston, who had made an impressive 
jaunt through the pack all 12 laps. Sev- 
enth went to Sheak, followed by Nelson, 
YZ-mounted Cory Keeney and Pingree, 
who rounded out the top 10. Amaradio 
finished 11th and was rewarded a trans- 
fer spot in the Pro Challenge because 
Antunez had finished in the top 10 in 
both heats. 


PRO CHALLENGE 


As the pros lined up on the starting 
gate one last time for 1996, the race offi- 



























cials calculated the 125cc handicap. The 
250cc heat race was 57 seconds faster 
than the 125cc heat so the 125s were 
given a sizable head start. 

When the first gate dropped, Pingree 
and teammate Johnson blasted to the 
front. At the first turn, Pingree got the 
jump on Johnson, who tucked in for sec- 
ond. 

"I got a good start and was out in 
front behind Ping (Pingree),” Johnson 
said. “Pingree has a habit of getting good 
starts, so I just followed him and kept up 
to his pace.” 

Just off the lead pace in third was 
Keeney, followed by Decker and Sheak. 
Just before the top five got into the super- 
cross section of the track, the second gate 
dropped for the 250s. 

“Tt was weird at the start,” Emig said. 
“The gate just dropped for us with no 
warning. No 30-second board or any- 
thing. My bike was not even in gear 
when the gate dropped, so I was middle 
to back of the pack.” 

Emig was not the only one who was 
confused by the unusual start. Dubach’s 

‘start also was hindered when he was 
caught by surprise. “There was no board 
and it just caught me off guard,” Dubach 
said. 

Brown was not caught off guard as he 
ran away from the rest of the 250s at the 
start. Bunched up behind Brown were 
Button, Matiasevich, Antunez and Hugh- 
es. Emig was sixth and his work was cut 
out for him. 

Up front with the 125s, Pingree and 
Johnson raced around the track as the 
rest of the field fell into position. Nelson 
gained the sixth-place spot when 
Vuillemin fell back and eventually out of 
the race, chalking up a DNF. Nelson him- 
self also would DNF about halfway 
through the race. 

On the second lap, Emig made up 
time by tucking in behind Hughes. The 
Kawasaki teammates got around 
Antunez, and soon afterward Emig got 
around Hughes. Brown was still the lead 
250, and by lap four had pulled within 20 
seconds of Pi а 

The 250s of Button апа Matiasevich 
were behind Brown, but Emig and 
Hughes were coming on strong and fast 
right behind them. In the middle of the 
fourth lap, Matiasevich started to fade, 
falling back two places.

The 125s were just as action-packed as 
the 250s. Decker and Sheak shot past 
Keeney, taking over the third and fourth- 
place spots. Tarantino and Amaradio 
were in danger of letting Brown and his 
250 by, and were not going to give in 
very easily. Brown followed the two 125s 
for five laps before he got around them 
on lap eight. 

With Matiasevich out of the picture, 
Emig and Hughes were able to work 
their way up, catching up to Brown and 
the lead 125s. Everything was going 
smooth until the start of lap six when 
Emig laid his bike down in a slow-speed 
turn. Hughes went right on by, but Emig 
picked the bike up and got going again 
without losing any other spots. From that 
point on, it was all Emig. 

Two laps later, Emig caught Hughes, 
who had moved into the 250cc lead when 
Brown faded back to fifth. Before lap 
eight was over, Emig moved into fourth 
place ahead of Hughes behind the 125s of 
Johnson, Decker and Pingree. As the laps 
counted down, Emig reeled in the top 


“three. On lap 11, he passed Johnson, who 


would officially finish sixth when the 
race was over. 

After a 14-lap show of dicing and slic- 
ing his way through the pack, Emig 
passed Decker and then Pingree for the 
lead and never looked back. The Nation- 
al Champion led the remaining four laps 
and finished the 20-lap Pro Challenge 20 
seconds in front of second-place Pingree. 

“There was nothing I could do to stop 
Emig,” said Pingree, who had turned in 
an excellent ride, topping the 125s and 
the rest of the 250s. 

Behind Pingree was Decker, who 
barely was able to hold off Hughes. 

“One more lap and I would have had 















those guys,” said Hughes, who took 
fourth right behind Decker and Pingree. 
Fifth went to Brown, followed by John- 
son, Button, Matiasevich, a hard-charg- 
ing Smail and Sheak. 

The 125/250cc shootout was balanced 
pretty evenly. Four 125s stayed in the top 
10, proving to be worthy opponents for 
the 250s. However, it seemed only fitting 
that Emig would end the 1996 racing 
year by coming from behind to win. €N

In the hands of the legendary 

Jordi Tarres, Gas Gas won the highly 

competitive FIM World Championship 

Observed Trials Series in 1993, '94, and 

"95, and Tarres finished a close third in 

"96 after a slow start in the series. Fellow 

factory riders Bruno Camozzi finished 

fifth and Amos Bilbao finished sixth. 

Not too bad for a company that pro- 
duces about 4,000 bikes a year.

In 1990, Gas Gas began selling Husq- 
varna enduro bikes with minor modifi- 
cations, but stepped up to the plate and 
developed its own perimeter frame and 
component package that housed a 
TM125 motor in '92. It impressively won 
the 1994 FIM World Enduro Champi- 
onship title in the 125cc class in the 
hands of Great Britain's Paul Edmon- 
son. 

Gas Gas also began to sell a 250cc 
enduro bike with its own perimeter 
frame and component package with a 
TM motor during the summer of '94. 
Early in '95 the factory began develop- 
ing its own motor and had it ready to go 
into production for '96. Edmonson 
switched to the 250cc class rode the pro- 
totypes without much success in ’95, but 
turned things around in ‘96 and defeat- 
ed the likes of Yamaha's Stephane Peter- 
hansel and. defending champ Giovani 
Sala to earn the 175cc World Champi- 
onship at the final round in Burg, Ger- 
many. 

~ The Gas Gas 250 Enducross is avail- 
able in the states for 1997, and we were 
able to get our hands on one for some 
testing. We know it's a winner in 
Edmonson's hands, but we wanted to 
know how it worked for mortals. We 
came away impressed. 

Gas Gas decided that if it was going 
to build a motor, why not use one of the 
most potent 250cc powerplants of all 
time as its model - the Honda CR250. 
The Enducross 250 features the identical 
66.4 x 72mm bore and stroke as the CR 
mill, and actually uses a Honda connect- 
ing rod, Honda-spec clutch and a 
Honda-spec Wiseco Pro-Lite piston. The 
power valve is of Gas Gas' own design 
and the motor uses case-reed induction 
(popular on 125cc motors) with a Boy- 
seen Rad Valve mated to a Keihin PWK 
38mm carburetor. 

Unique to the motor is a counterbal- 
ancer to fight vibration, a six-speed 
transmission and a trials-bike-inspired 
hydraulic clutch. A Messico pipe han- 
dles the spent gases which exit through 
a silencer that's as big as a stock 
CR500's in order to keep the exhaust 
note down so that the bike will be legal 
for European enduros. It still sounds 
pretty throaty throügh the airbox 
though. 

The motor is encased by a chrome- 
moly-steel perimeter frame and sub- 
frame that look a lot like a modern 
Kawasaki KX chassis. Aluminum sub- 
frames were tested but found to be too 
brittle for the demands of ISDE competi- 
tion. The chrome-moly unit is more 
resilient and can be bent back to shape 
in the event of a crash - a must when 
you need to finish for your country. 
Honda CR pegs keep your feet where 
they belong. 

Suspension duties are handled by an 
aluminum swingarm mated to an 
Ohlins shock in the rear, while Marzoc- 











chi Magnum 45mm forks clamped into 
billet-aluminum triple clamps grace the 
front. Spanish AJP hubs (the same com- 
pany that makes the clutch master cylin- 
der) are laced onto Takasago Excel 
wheels. Michelin ecology enduro tires 
come stock in Europe, but our bike was 
fitted with a Dunlop K139 up front and 
a K752 in the rear. The brakes are Brem- 
bo units, although a Nissin master cylin- 
der is mated to the rear caliper. 

The side panels, rear fender and front 
fender are Acerbis KX units, while the 
tank panels and headlight are of Gas 
Gas' own design made by MPT in Spain. 
The fuel cell holds 2.5 gallons of fuel 
which is good for about 50 miles. The 
bike comes stock with aluminum han- 
dlebars and an out-of-the-way kickstand 
which are both nice touches. An Equis 
wireless odometer/computer is tucked 
nicely behind the halogen headlight. 
Basically, the only thing the bike could 
use is handguards to be completely 
competitive out of the crate. 

On the trail, it becomes immediately 
apparent that Gas Gas put a lot of time 
and effort into the production of this 
machine in '95 and '96 because it works 
well in a variety of conditions for a vari- 
ety of different-size riders. 

The motor is enduro bred all the 
way, but that's not saying it's not 
responsive - au contraire. The bike rips 
in the midrange, has good, tractable bot- 
tom-end and has a respectable top-end 
hit. The power flattens out on top with 
not much overrev, urging you to slight- 
ly short-shift it, but it's still very good. 
The motor is explosive enough for cut- 
and-thrust motocross riding styles, yet 
tractable enough to handle slimy or 
dusty-slick trails. Go figure. Basically, 
the power output feels like that of the 
fastest KDX200 on the planet. 

The clutch and transmission action 
are very good. The hydraulic clutch 
takes abuse well and maintains constant 
and accurate adjustment. The transmis- 
sion shift feel is a little notchy, but the 
bike shifts well under power and there 
are no false neutrals to report (which is 
almost unheard of for a European trans- 
mission). We did notice that it took a 
very positive shift between first and sec- 
ond gears, in order to keep it from 
sneaking into neutral on. you in the most 
inopportune moments (on a gnarly 
uphill, for instance). 

The suspension on the Enducross 
was set up for riding the tight, slimy 
rock- and root-infested trails that are 
used in Europe for the World Enduro 
rounds (and Eastern United States con- 
ditions). Both ends are very plush in the 
initial part of the travel to handle these 
obstacles without jackhammering the 
rider to death. The bike does feel a little 
soft at speed through large whoops and 
jumps, especially with larger riders on 
board, but heavier springs or valving 
mods could take care of this. If you

feel, instead of going to the 
more rigid 50mm Magnums. 
(Below) Gas Gas used the 
Honda CR250 motor as a 
model for its own. The 
motor features CR bore and 
stroke, piston, connecting 
rod, and clutch. That's a 
counterbalancer to the right 
of the ignition cover. 


weigh 170 or more and live out west 
(high speed, with large whoops and g- 
outs), plan on heavier springs or valving 
mods. 

The Enducross 250 handles extreme- 
ly well on the trail. The bike rarely 
shakes its head and, at the same time, 
changes direction and turns with ease. 
This combination is usually very hard to 
acquire as a package, and we feel that 
this may be attributed to the fact that the 
soft forks sit down into the travel, espe- 
cially in turns, thereby making the rake 
angle steeper. ^ 

A steeper rake angle means sharper 
turning. At high speeds (when a bike is 
most likely to headshake), the fork is up 
in the travel and maintains its steady 
posture. The TT250 turns well with the 
gas on or off and the bike is at home 


' brake-sliding and pivoting around trees, 


rocks, riders or other obstacles. 

The brakes on the Gas Gas have good 
feel and power. The only thing we could 
ask for is maybe a bit more power out of 
the front brake sooner with less effort 
(like a CR). The rear brake works fine, 
has good feel, and only locks up when 


-you want it to. 


When you look at the Enducross, it 
gives off a very smallish appearance, 
which had some of our larger riders 
worried. Don’t fret, though; after a few 
rides, we realized that riders from 5- 
foot-6 to 6-foot-2 were comfortable on 
the machine - sitting or standing. Larger 
riders could even flip around the han- 
dlebar clamps for more room, but spac- 
ers are needed to make the handlebars 
clear the top of the fork tubes. The lay- 


‚ out is very slim and flat, which makes 


for easy transitions on the bike. 

For such a small company, Gas Gas 
has, surprisingly, come up with a bike 
that is finished well and works very 
good in the conditions it was intended 
for - gnarly trails and fast special tests in 
European enduro competitions. The 
bike should work well in eastern and 
middle America without any modifica- 
tions except the addition of handguards. 
Scrambles and desert guys out west 






























may need to go to stiffer suspension to 
be happy, but that's it. 

At $6,449, the Enducross 250 is only 
$651 more than the standard for the 
class in America, the KTM 250E/XC, 
and is very much up to par with it. And 
it's $400 less than the other exotic 
enduro - the TM 250E. The Enducross 
250 is a solid performer and a definite 
gas to ride, and we guarantee you'll be 
the only guy on your block with one. At 
least for a while. єх

Kinko’s Kawasaki 


A t the end of the first day of the three-day Dunlop tire test, Kinko’s Kawasaki 





team owner Robert Nutt found out that his team would be considerably dif- 

ferent than he had envisioned. Thomas Stevens, who Nutt had picked up in 
Atlanta while driving to Daytona and who rode the Kinko’s Kawasaki to one win 
and a second-place finish in the 1996 AMA 600cc Supersport Series, told him in 
Florida that he had come to terms with Terry Vance to race on the all-new Vance & 
Hines Ducati superbike team. Nutt had no idea Stevens was жоно with V&H, 
but held no hard feelings toward his now former rider. 

"Careers are too short,” Nutt said, rather charitably. “If it was just a normal busi- 
ness it would really upset me. But it's racing. These guys risk their necks. Even 
though he was one of the best-paid Supersport pilots, I don't feel justified in asking 
him to do what I ask him to do. I'm not here to hold anyone back." 

Before Stevens defected, Nutt thought he had a pretty good team. His original 
plan was to keep his 1996 team of Jason Pridmore and Stevens intact. But Pridmore 
had a good year and got some very good offers, according to Nutt, and ended up 
signing with the EBSCO Media Suzuki team. 

"It became apparent that I wasn't going to beable to afford him and Thomas,” 
Nutt said. ^I made a tough decision to go with Thomas. Once I was confident I had

recent tire tests at the famed speedway. Hacking, a 24-year-old Briton who lives in South Carolina, raced in WERA last 


year. 

"I'm really encouraged with Jamie," Nutt enthused after the first day of the test. 
"He got on the thing Monday and bested what we did last year. I watched him as a 
novice and he was doing it on his own and doing it quite well. I watched him this 
year (1996) and kept in touch." 

"Robert (Nutt) talked to me at the GNF and said he was interested," Hacking 
explained. “He said he was looking at me for next year. He just wanted to see what 
Jason Pridmore and Thomas Stevens were doing. About two, three weeks ago (late 
November) he called me." 

Besides Kinko's, Hacking said he had some interest from Yamaha's Tom Halver- 
son and Suzuki. 

The transplanted Brit ended up nearly being the fastest 600cc Supersport rider on 
the unofficial clocks at Daytona, his 1:57.13 ending up second to Yoshimura Suzu- 
ki's Pascal Picotte, who toured the 3.56-mile track in 1:55.89. Hacking, though, was 
ahead of two-time defending Supersport champion Miguel DuHamel of the 
Smokin' Joe's Honda team. 

"It's a lot different than I thought it would be," Hacking said after familiarizing 
himself with the Kinko's Kawasaki ZX-6. ^I rode the Kawasaki 600 and it beats the 
Honda 600 hands down. It handles well and runs well for a production bike." 

In addition, he was switching back to Dunlop tires from Michelin: “I’m glad to be 
back on them. Michelin is a great tire. Dunlop is better," Hacking said. 

Who Hacking's teammate will be remains a mystery. Nutt said that he'd like to 
have former Muzzy Kawasaki rider Mike Smith, with whom he has already spoken. 

“I would love to get my hands on him,” Nutt said. “I plan on giving Jamie James 
a call. That's a serious long shot, but it's worth a quarter for the call." 

Whoever Nutt signs will only be racing in the 600cc Supersport class. Kawasaki 
made the decision to drop out of the 750cc Supersport class and Nutt said it was fine 
with him. 

“My budget didn't suffer at all for it,” Nutt said. "We'll just go great guns in the 
600 class because it's a tough class."

Yoshimura 
Suzuki 


T he highlights of Yoshimura Suzuki's 





1996 campaign were a complete 

domination of the 750cc Supersport 
series and Superbike wins in the rain of 
Mid-Ohio and on the twisty bends of Sears 
Point. Other races were satisfying, but there 
wasn't the consistency needed to make a 
legitimate run at the championship. And by 
the middle of the season, some of the riders 
were griping that their development sug- 
gestions weren't being taken seriously. 

The Suzuki GSXR750 was a powerful 
machine as delivered, but it needed more. 
As good as it was, the team spent the sea- 
son making it better, and as the season 
wore on, it showed itself capable of consis- 
tently running with the best. This year the 
team starts with a well-developed machine 
that was considerably strengthened over 
the winter. Some of the bikes that showed 
up at Daytona sounded as if they had gear- 

: driven cams and one team member just 
smiled when asked if that was the case. 
The rest of the team was smiling when the 
three-day tire test was over. 

Pascal Picotte nearly toppled Muzzy 
Kawasaki's Doug Chandler from the top of 
the unofficial times list. He was only 0.04 
second behind, and second-fastest of the 
nine factory superbike riders, though the 
time was done on a qualifying tire. The 
times that he did on race tires would have 
kept him in second place, though not as 
close to Chandler. Still, Picotte thought the 
test was a success and he said it had a lot to 
do with two things - machine improve- 
ments and communication. 

"I don't know if I can tell everything" 
Picotte answered when asked what was 
better on the new bike. "Everything is dif- 
ferent. We're just trying a lot of things. A 
lot of things are just better. For me, it really 
fits much better my style. It turns better, 
accelerates better, holds the line better, 
brakes better, everything is just better. 
Faster. Easier to flick from side to side. Just 
lighter. More predictable sliding, a lot more 
predictable sliding." 


Team Oliver 
Yamaha 


W Rich Oliver was first asked what he thought about the 





Yamaha YZF600, he was unequivocal. 

“I wouldn't say I can relate anything from the 250 to this 
bike," the three-time AMA 250cc GP Champion said before mak- 
ing a shopping list of its ills. It was 200 pounds heavier than his 
TZ250, it didn't stop, it didn't turn, the tires were vague and it all 
added up to him being about three seconds behind. 

"I'm not used to being this far off the pace," he lamented. 

By the end of the three-day test his view had changed. He'd 
started to get a feel for the DOT tires, he'd put some time into the 
suspension and he'd ridden through a trailerful of parts. 

“Monday I peaked out at two minutes flat,” Oliver explained. 
"It was the best I could do, no matter what I did. Then the next 
day, Tuesday, I was able to get it down to 58.6, which I felt was a 
little better. But now today the winds come up and we're back up 
in the 59s. I'm hoping to get out there and at least get up in the 58s, 
and that would be an improvement on Tuesday." 

He did. His best time came Wednesday, a 1:58.32 that put him 
well down the list of 600 riders at the Dunlop test and nearly 2.5 
seconds slower than Yoshimura Suzuki's Pascal Picotte. But Oliver 
wasn't blaming it on the machine. 

"To be quite honest, I've got a lot better motorcycle underneath 
me than I know what to do with right now,” he said. "I just keep 
making mistakes with the bike and running wide and missing 
apexes and it's just all about learning the way it steers. It’s a good 
motorcycle, it's got a lot of traction and it's fast and it's steady as a 
rock. The thing hasn't changed, missed a beat, in three days of 
thrashing on it. I'd like to be a little closer in times, but ultimately 
I'm about three-quarters of a second slower than Tom Kipp right 
now, so I don't feel too bad. What's the problem, I don't know. I 
need to go home and think about it and maybe I can come up with 
something before the next test at Laguna in January." 


For the second half of the season, Oliver let it be known that he 
was looking for a superbike ride. He was decimating the 250cc 
competition and hoping that someone would notice. Yamaha, 
which has been his main supporter for years, did, but there was no 
room on the superbike team, though Yamaha's Tom Halverson 
said that Oliver would fill in for Kipp if he were unable to race. 

So they offered him a chance to join them in reintroducing 
themselves to the 600cc Supersport class, a class which they won in 
1994 with Jamie James. Essentially, Oliver is part of a satellite 
team, fully supported in the 600cc Supersport = but able to 
make his own modifications. 

"He's our factory support team in the 600cc оа апа 
250cc GP,” Yamaha's Halverson said. “Нет race in his own colors, 
with his own sponsors. We support him as far as the bike prepara- 
tion and setup. He was able to get a bit of a budget this year in 
addition to bikes and parts." 

The deal came together late, which meant that the delivery of 
the bikes also was delayed. 

^We put the bike together Sunday before we got here," Oliver 
said. "We were really late. We just had everything show up at the 
last minute. We've done probably six jetting changes and we've 
put on three different exhaust pipes and I've had two different 
shocks. I’ve just thrashed. I’m hoping that once we get a nice pack- 
age together, I won't have to work on it so hard at each race. 

“We're working on this more than we would the 250. Once we 
get a good ridable setup, I think it'll stay really consistent from 
track to track and it'll just be up to me to improve my riding 
skills." 

Having spent the past several years riding the purpose-built 
TZ250, a light, precise, quick machine, on slick tires, Oliver was 
unprepared for the feel of the DOT rubber. 

“No matter what it is, it's a tire with tread in it and it gives you 
a different feel than a slick and it gives you sort of a more spongy 
feel," Oliver explained. "And when I get a spongy feel on a slick, it 
means I'm about ready to slide it out or crash. So, it's convincing 
me that I'm still okay. That it can move around and squirm and 
spin and that's okay. So I think that's most of my problem right 
now." 

It likely won't remain a problem for long. 


The handling was improved by switch- 
ing to a Showa shock, from Ohlins. The 
team has new Tokico brakes, the engine is 
improved and there are new transmission 
ratios. 

"It's a lot better than it was last year," 
Yoshimura's Aaron Yates concurred. "It's 
going to be really good. The motor's got a 
little more power, it's revving up higher. 
It’s working pretty good. The main thing 
that I thought it needed was just a little 
more horsepower. 

"They had the bike set up pretty good 
to where it was working really well. We

were lacking a little bit on the cornering, 
exit traction or whatever. So that's what 
we're working on pretty hard right now. 
Trying to see if we can help it out a bit." 

Picotte said getting the work done was a 
matter of getting his mechanics to listen to 
him, something he didn't feel good about 
last year. 

“I don't want to say anything wrong 
about my mechanic last year, but I just felt 
like... I don't know. Maybe I was trying to 
fix the bike more than ride the bike," 
Picotte said. “Lots of things. I was doing 
both jobs. I want to fix the thing and ride 
the thing. You just need to give really good 
feedback. And with the guys I have now, 
Henry (Yokota), I can give him something 
really good and he can come up with 
something. They’ve been in business for a 
long time.” 

Long enough to know that starting the 


season with an all-new bike is problemat- 
ic. 

“You kind of expected that with this 
bike,” Yoshimura Suzuki crew chief Don 
Sakakura said of the 1996 campaign. “It 
takes a while. Speedwise, I think we're fair- 
ly close now. We’re going in the right 
direction. Last year we just used pretty 
much whatever worked for each rider. 
Whatever each rider felt comfortable with. 
We're in the same situation this year, too. 
Each rider requires a different feel, differ- 
ent characteristics for each. Whatever's 
going to get each guy comfortable. Defi- 
nitely, it’s easier 
this year.” 

But the season 
starts almost three 
weeks earlier, plac- 
ing an added bur- 
den on the team. 

“Being . that 
early in the year, 
you lose a whole 
lot of time to pre- 
pare for that," 
Sakakura said. 
"We'll. probably 
show up for 
Phoenix with the 
96 bikes anyway, 


depending on how 
this. test here 
went." 


From all outward appearances it went 
well. 

Picotte was not only nearly the fastest 
Superbike rider, but was far and away the 
fastest 600cc Supersport pilot. The new 
GSXR600 made as great an impact on its 
class as its larger brother had made last 
year. Picotte's time of 1:55.89 was nearly 1.5 
seconds under Smokin' Joe's Miguel 
DuHamel's pole-setting lap for the 1996 
race. He was fast out of the box and he only 
got faster. More than one rider remarked 
that the bike had to be more than a 600. But 
the top speed wasn't that impressive. Other 
bikes were as fast. It was Picotte's ability to 
get through the 1.1-mile infield that 
dropped his times. 

“I can ride the thing really, really hard, 


and it's comfortable for me,” Picotte said. — 


"It's really easy for me because I'm com- 
fortable. The thing turns good, handles 


good, brakes good, can keep good corner 
speed. I can steer it with the back end when 
I want, if I need to. And I know the bike 
can still improve a little bit. But the thing’s 
really, really good." 

Larry Pegram, the newest Yoshimura 
Suzuki recruit after a year on the Fast by 
Ferracci Ducati, posted respectable times 


right off the bat. At the fall Daytona 


NASB/F-USA race, Pegram had gotten the 
Ducati around the track in 1:51.4 on a qual- 
ifying tire and did high 51s on the race tire. 

“Right now I’m doing low 53s, 52s pret- 
ty consistently," Pegram said. "So if I can 
just get everything right, I can do maybe 
51s today on race tires." 

Pegram never did get into the 515, but 
his best single lap of 1:52.14 wasn't far off. 

"That's not bad, first time on the bike," 
he said. 

Pegram had an idea what to expect out 
of the Suzuki GSXR750 from racing the 
Yoshimura team last year. He admitted 
that when he got on it, he was nervous. "I 
watched the guys ride it last year and I 
thought, ‘That thing looks hard to ride and 
they're really having to ride on the edge to 
go fast on it.’ I think that's just their riding 
styles coming through." 

Once he put a few laps on it, he mar- 
veled at how easily he adapted to it. 

“I feel like I can ride the thing pretty 
hard and I’m already starting to get more 
comfortable and slide it around," he said. 

Pegram also will ride the new GSXR600, 
and his times weren't that far off those of 
Yates. 

The only blemish in an otherwise 
promising test was a cold-tire high-side 
that put Yates down on the second day. 

Yates said he'd been out on the super- 
bike, then pitted to make some changes. 

"And I went out and Í was just kind of 
cruising up in the dogleg that one time," he 
explained. "I knew the tires were cold and I 
was taking it easy and I was off the gas, 
just coasted in there and it just slid out, 
then hooked and kicked me off. Kind of 
screwed up my finger here and the outside 
of the bottom of my left foot is a little sore. I 
wasn't sure if I was going to be able to 
ride." ; 

He showed up a little late Wednesday, 
then put in a full day ending up with the 
third-fastest superbike time.

Zero Gravity 


[: wasn't all that hard a decision to make. After being 





one of the more heavily recruited riders, Ben Bostrom 

decided to stay in the Honda fold for 1997. He chose 
to remain with Glenn Cook's Zero Gravity team, adding 
the occasional superbike race to his 600cc Supersport 
duties. And he'll have his younger brother Eric as his 
teammate. (Eric will continue to race the 
Harley-Davidson SuperTwins class, switching 
from the Bartels' team to Miller Electric.) 

Bostrom spent most of the three days on 
the 600, much of it showing his brother the 
fast way around the track. But there was no 
question where his heart was. 

“It makes the track a lot funner,” Bostrom 
said about the Honda RC45. "Like on the 600, 
the track gets a little boring because it's flat- 
out for so long. With these, they get you from 
point A to point B so fast. And you go 
through the infield spinning the thing and 
sliding the thing all over the place. So it really 
keeps you on your toes and keeps you excit- 
ed. I like the superbike a lot. It's a little more 
like riding in the dirt because you can steer 
the thing so much with the back wheel. I’m 
comfortable with it." : 

Bostrom won't be doing the entire season 
on the superbike, so his learning curve will be 
gradual. He said they would do a minimum 
of four events and he didn't know which 
ones. It would be up to Honda, he said. 

He was aboard the same machine that he rode to a 
12th-place finish at Sears Point in his superbike debut. 

"The bike's good," he said. "What year is that? Who 
knows? It's got a lot of new stuff on it. I’m sure the bike's 
up to par. Me, I need to ride it to learn how to steer the

“This time around there was like no problem to run

before you know it it’s going to be over and you just 
hope to be up front.” 

Bostrom finished the season fourth in points, with his 
best performance a close second to 
Miguel DuHamel at the Laguna Seca 
World Superbike round. 

Brother Eric has only raced the Honda 
CBR600 once and that was in a CCS race. 
This was his first chance to put a lot of 
laps in, and his times were steadily 
around two minutes flat. After three days 
of testing just the 600, Bostrom, who tied 
for sixth in H-D SuperTwins points, saw 
some contrast with the H-D 883. 

“On both bikes, you've got to carry a 
lot of corner speed, especially getting 
onto the banking,” he explained. “The 
major difference is turning these things. 
The Harleys, you've almost got to coast 
through the turns. And these things 
you've got to have fast corner speed. But 
you've also got to get it pointed so you 
have enough time to spin the tire. And 
that's where these guys are getting me. 
They're getting them pointed and then 
they'll get a better drive off. I went from 
like a 2:04 on my first day to 2:02 on the second day. 
Each day I dropped a couple of seconds. The chicane, at 
the beginning of the weekend, was my best corner on the 
track and I still get through it well. Before I had a lot to 
gain in that turn, but now it's just that tenth that makes 
the difference." 





Smokin’ Joe's Honda 


Т hree titles in two years would seem like an abundant harvest to most teams, but 





not this one. Smokin' Joe's will remember the 1996 season not for Miguel 

DuHamel winning four Superbike Nationals, including the Daytona 200, and 
successfully defending his 600cc Supersport title, winning six of 11 races, but for com- 
ing up five points short in their quest to retain the more coveted Superbike title. It all 
came down to one race, and that race, in the desert heat of Las Vegas Motor Speedway, 
was, admittedly, not their best effort. 

"The track doesn't suit our bike as well as the other tracks do," Smokin' Joe's 
Honda's crew chief Ray Plumb said in Daytona. "Miguel gave 110 percent in the race 
and that's all he could do. (Doug) Chandler was on." 

The task for 1997 is to get the Superbike title back, as well as defend the 600cc 
Supersport crown in an increasingly competitive field. It started at the Daytona tire 
tests, though the team didn't have a lot of new material to test and likely won't be get- 
ting their 1997 machines until the end of January, barely in time for the AMA opener in 
Phoenix in February.

"Т have not a clue what's going to be different. I hope to know next week,” Plumb 
said. “We hope to get them in time for Phoenix. We may have to run what we have in 
Phoenix. It may not be a bad thing. We know the setup. 

"The 600, we don't have a full '97 bike yet, we've got parts from it. The 600 needs an 
update. We still have some work to do on it. We actually just got a '97 the day before 
we came down here." 

Plumb said the team was mostly testing new suspension pieces. The team mostly 
uses Showas, though on the CBR600 they used a Penske rear shock. 

"It changed because the new shock on the '97 bike is different,” Plumb said. “A 
longer stroke length. So we had to adjust to that. And the valving ended up being dif- 
ferent, too, because we changed the ratio on the '97 600. The day before the truck left, 
we sent the shock off to Penske and they duplicated the length and the stroke and they 
sent the shock down here. So it kind of all happened within a day. For the most part, it 
worked right out of the box. I’m sure it can be improved." 

As it was, DuHamel set third-fastest time on the 600 and fourth-fastest superbike 
time. His teammate Steve Crevier, still suffering from the last summer's personal 
watercraft injury, was seventh in the superbike times and ninth on the 600. 

"Everything went well," said DuHamel, who was less than his usual voluble self. 
"The bike worked well. The team was working well. We didn't do an endurance test on 
tires, There were so many people here I'm sure they got by. Although I seem to be the 
one that runs the tires the hardest." 

As for the superbike times, DuHamel said he “could be happier. It's only December. 
There's still a ways to go." 

The 600 was less than copacetic. "We were about the same as everyone, except for 
Pascal. He went quite a bit quicker. We've got work to do." 

As reserved as DuHamel was, Crevier was the opposite, though he didn't have any- 
thing good to say about his test. 

Asked if he was happy with his times, he replied: “No, I’m never, never, never 
happy with my times isa I come to the Daytona test. It just seems that I'm not the 
fastest guy out there when it comes to test sessions. It's something that's been a prob- 
lem all my career. I always need my races to go fast and that's not a good quality in a 
rider. But no, I'm never happy. The bikes were all up to it. I’m invited to the tire tests 
with the team, but I don't spend much time riding around and testing the tires. They 
don't spend a lot of time testing the tires with me." 

Crevier's 1996 season was interrupted early in the year when he was struck by a 
personal watercraft while working on his craft in the lake. The injuries were serious 
and he missed the meat of the season, returning late in the year, but always hobbled. 
He was recovering nicely until a recent setback. 

“I thought I was doing good and I had a little bit of a get-off last week,” he said. 
“My ribs are just really weak. If I’m playing and somebody punches me in the ribs I 
just fold. I’m under a lot of strain right now and it's not right. I’m constantly hampered 
with the stomach and rib problems left over from this accident. But it's only been six 
months and I'll try to rest up when I get home and get ready for this upcoming season. 
I don't think it'll be a problem for '97. I sure can't blame a lot of what happened on this. 
I was coming up to speed, slowly but surely, at the beginning of the year and I was 
robbed. But life goes on. I’ve got another chance. I'm not looking back. I’m looking 
ahead." 

The first order of business will be getting up to speed with the new Dunlop 207s. 
Because of increased traction, they presented Crevier with an interesting problem. 

"The new 207s are pretty good tires, but they seem to stick a lot better and they 
wreak a little bit of havoc on the chassis," Crevier said. "It's kind of over-tired, like too 
much tire. So I sort of focused on what would be a midcorner chassis with the 600 just 
trying to get that resolved. We really got the thing pinpointed."

t's tempting to say that it's been an eventful off-season for Tom Halverson. But 

the reality is that the Yamaha road race coordinator hasn't had an off-season. 

While the rest of the racing community was recovering from a long year, Halver- 
son was busy building a team. 

Shortly after the season ended, he was thrown into the deep end when Yamaha 
ended its working relationship with Vance & Hines Racing after seven years. It 
meant that Halverson had to build a race shop and a race team, and do it yesterday. 

"The hardest part was, Yamaha wasn't really prepared at the time to do this," 
Halverson said while taking speed readings on a radar gun in the Daytona infield. 
"It was a decision by management. We always thought it would happen." 

There were two priorities, hiring employees and building a race ор 

“Hiring employees was pretty easy,” Halverson said. 

Tom Kipp would be the rider and it would be a one-man team. Then he hired the 
technical crew from Vance & Hines. Tom Houseworth is the team crew chief with 
Rich Hobbs tending the superbike and Steve Rounds taking care of the 600. 

Then came the shop. After a number of meetings they were able to free up some 
space from the marine division. They started from scratch with a bare floor less than 
a month before the Daytona tire tests. The shop was built, the dynamometer was 
installed, the bikes were prepped. Halverson said the YZF750 was changed little 
from the final race of the year at Las Vegas. Only gearing and jetting changes were 
made. : 

"The big thing was getting the 600s built," he said. "For the amount of time they 
had to prepare, rani did an excellent job." 

After unofficially setting the fifth-fastest time in the test, Kipp agreed. 

"I'm really happy with the way things went," the third-place finisher in last 
year's AMA Superbike series said. “These guys had two months to build a race shop 
and build two bikes that are going to be competitive come March, and 1 think they 
accomplished that. They came here with a 600 that we didn't have any experience 
on at all. We're competitive on that. I think it's ready to do business."

Kipp's best time was a 1:58.07. It was well off the best of class leader Pascal 
Picotte, but less than a second off the pace of the second-fastest rider and in the mid- 
dle of the pack. 

"On the superbike, we were right in there lap time-wise," Kipp said. "T did like 
1:51.0 (unofficially 1:51.04) and a bunch of 1:51s, which is quite a bit quicker than I 
was able to do here a year ago (1:51.93). Last year I did a high 50, but I was able to 
put a lot more laps together this year. We ran race tires the whole time. Actually 
there were good things about one bike and good things about the other bike and 
when we come back it's all going to be on one bike. Hopefully, we're going to be 
quicker yet. We're going to need to. Everyone else is going pretty fast." 

The YZF750 was faster than a year ago. It handles better due to a new rear sus- 
pension link and it has a transmission that's working better, Kipp said. "It's a much 
better bike than we had in March." 

With Yamaha opting to go with one rider, Kipp's responsibilities are magnified 
and he knows it. 

"There's more pressure," he said. “I’ve got to carry the flag and try to win races, 
or win races and try to win the championship. I can't get hurt and I can't really do 
anything foolish. But on the other hand, there's a lot more focus and I'll be getting a 
lot more attention, which I know I'm going to like." 

Superbike was the only class he ran in 1996 and it was the only year in the last 
several that he didn't run two classes at a race meeting. In 1993 he rode a 600 and 
Superbike and in '94 and '95 he rode the 750 Supersport and Superbike. 

“I know I'm going to get my track time, and on the hot weekends it's going to 
wear you out a bit more," Kipp said. ^I won three different Supersport champi- 
onships and at the time they were on the same day (as the Superbike race).

GAINESVILLE, FL, DEC, 28-29 
eam Pro Circuit/SplitFire/ 
" Kawasaki's newest member, 
Ricky Carmichael, gave early 
notice to the 125cc Pros that he is indeed 
the rider to watch out for in the upcom- 
ing 1997 MX season. Fresh from the 
mini ranks, the young Kawasaki rider 
topped the 125cc Pro class at the open- 
ing round of the 27th annual Florida 
Winter AMA MX Series at Gatorback. 

Carmichael's victory didn't go 
unchallenged, though, as local Floridian 
Ron Tichenor topped the first moto 
but couldn't quite catch the flying 
Carmichael in the second, thus giving 
the Kawasaki rider the overall win, 
ahead of Tichenor and Kawasaki Team 
Green rider Brock Sellards. 

Tichenor's day wasn't all bad, how- 
ever, as the former Japan National MX 
Champion topped the 250cc Pro class 
over another local favorite, Barry 
Carsten, while third place went to Suzu- 
ki support rider Anthony Pocorobba. 

Carmichael's success didn't end in 
the Pro class, as he also stormed to vic- 
tory in both the 125cc and 250cc Expert 
classes Saturday. 

In the always-popular Vet classes, 
Mathew Crown topped the six-man 
field in the Pro class, while Carsten 
came out on top in the Over 25 A divi- 
sion, edging out Dag Boyesen and Pat 
Barton. Earl May also had a good day as 
he emerged victorious over Billy Liles in 
the Over 30 competition. 

As always, there was a huge turnout 
at the series opener, as just over 750 rid- 
ers turned out to do battle in the 80- 
plus-degree temperatures. 

When the 125cc Pro class came to the 
line, all eyes were focused on 
Carmichael and the ever-present 
Tichenor, and when the gate dropped, it

was Carmichael jumping out into the 
early lead, while Tichenor rounded the 
first turn in fourth. Sandwiched in 
between were Ricky Skaggs and Sell- 
ards. 

It took Tichenor three laps before he 
had control of second place and another 
seven laps before he was challenging 
Carmichael for the lead. The two battled 
closely for a while until Tichenor made 
the pass and went on to win. 

Carmichael was hurting. 

“I had a blister the size of a golf ball 
on my right hand,” Carmichael said. “It 
hurt so bad that I couldn’t hold on to the 
throttle.” 

Pocorobba ended up third, followed 
by Sellards and Carsten. 

Carmichael put a layer of glue over 


the blister in between motos and was 
ready for action when the second 125cc 
moto got under way. Skaggs jumped 
out to the early lead but couldn't hold 
Carmichael back for long. Tichenor got 
off to a fourth-place start, but soon had 
control of second by the fourth lap. The 
two front-runners pulled away from the 
rest of the pack with Tichenor pressur- 
ing Carmichael all the way. Unlike in 
the first moto, where Tichenor was able 
to stalk and pass the Kawasaki rider, 
Carmichael held his own the whole way 
to score the moto win and overall victo- 
ry. Tichenor took second. 

Carmichael's glue trick did the trick. 
"It worked great," Carmichael said of 
his protected blister. “I didn't feel a 
thing until the last couple of laps.” 





Sellards rode a strong race, ending 
up third in the moto ahead of Carsten. 

The 33-year-old Carsten jumped out 
in front at the start of the first 250cc Pro 
moto, but it was Tichenor's race. Start- 
ing off in third, Tichenor and his Suzuki 
passed second-place Austin Squires 
before reeling in and passing Carsten on 
lap four. From then on, it was all 
Tichenor as he sailed to the checkered 
flag out in front and all alone. Carsten 
held on to finish second, saying after- 
ward, “It felt good to lead a few laps; 
Tichenor caught up to me, passed me 
and that was that.” 

Tichenor didn’t get a very good start 
in the second moto, while Jason Thomas 
led the way. However, it was Pocorobba 
on the move and he had taken over the 





ead by the third lap. Despite getting 
‘away just inside the top 10, Tichenor 
‘had taken control of second place early 
бїл the race and was soon carving away 

at Pocorobba's lead. It took Tichenor 
‘about six laps to catch and pass

watching Awesome Anthony's fly- 
ing farewell to the World Super- 
bike scene will ever forget it. 

Aboard the Muzzy Kawasaki green 
screamie, the Gobert Go-Show turned 
the final round of the 1996 World Super- 
bike series on his home track at Phillip 
Island into a breathtaking display of 
MX-derived alternative race riding, two- 
wheel drifting around faster turns, side- 
ways sliding hard on the brakes to 
square off slower ones - all in a success- 
ful pursuit of a pair of race wins to mark 
both his return to the saddle after a 
three-round absence caused by a broken 
collarbone, and his last appearance on 
the superbike stage before transferring 
to the 500cc class next season. Unforget- 
table? You betcha. 

First the Comeback Kid hunted 
down pole-sitter Colin Edwards IT's 
Yamaha to snatch victory in race one, 
before getting the better of a thrilling 
racelong battle with Aaron Slight's 
much-faster works Honda to double up 
in race two. 

Then, to underline the fact he was 
changing jobs - as well as to prove what 
the well-dressed road racer really wears 
beneath his leathers (answer: charcoal 
CK briefs and, er - thassit!) - the ex- 
Supercross star with the bright orange 
(this week) hair stripped off his now- 
expendable green Kawasaki leathers on 
the rostrum and disposed of them by 
chucking them to the throng below. 

End of an era - curtain time in four- 
stroke racing for the go-go Go-Show. 
The Grand Prix world has no idea 
what's coming to it in '97 - those poker- 
faced potentates in IRTA and Dorna are 
about to have their lives lightened up a 
little. 

However, behind the spectacle 
lurked some interesting issues, not the 
least of which is that Kawasaki ended 
the World Superbike season as it began, 
on a high note. This augurs well for 
1997. 

In fact, the Japanese company has 
enjoyed a surprisingly unsung success- 
ful debut season for its all-new motorcy- 
cle, the short-stroke ZX-7RR, winning 
the U.S. Superbike title courtesy of 
Doug Chandler and the Muzzy team, 
placing close runners-up in the Aus- 
tralian series, thanks to Martin Craggill, 
finishing second in the crucial Suzuka 8- 








Hour (with three Kawasakis in the first 
five, easily the best showing by any 
manufacturer) and winning races at the 
first and last rounds of the World Super- 
bike season at Misano and Phillip 
Island. 

They also won another in the middle 
of the year at Laguna Seca - which 
might have been two, before Gobert 
pushed his luck too far after zapping 
John Kocinski in a most improbable 
passing spot, only to fall off later on in 
the lead. 

He came even closer to winning 
another race in the next round at Brands 
Hatch, still more improbably leading the 
thundering herd of desmo V-twins on a 
track tailor-made for them, before final- 
ly surrendering to Pier-Francesco Chili's 
Ducati iri the final few yards. 

Then came the Sentul smash which 
sidelined Anthony for three rounds 
while he mended non-surgically, drop- 
ping him to a lowly eighth place in the 
final points table, one place below team- 
mate Simon Crafar, who had a solid sea- 
son with several top-four finishes, 
including a second at Donington. Either 
way, not a true reflection of the season 
for the factory or either rider. 

Didn't think Kawasaki won at Mis- 
ano, huh? Well, in that case you must be 
Italian, because everyone else in the 
superbike world reckons the FIM needs 
to have its own rules explained to them 
after confirming the disqualification 
imposed on the Muzzy team after Gob- 
ert's second-race win in the Italian open- 
ing round, on the grounds that fitting

represented an ille- 
gal modification: 
Presumably if they'd ў 
fitted them to the 

cylinder-head 
intakes, that would 
have been okay! 

But compare and 
contrast Kawasaki's 
feat in making its 
new kid on the block 
into a race winner 
right out of the 
blocks, with Suzu- 
ki’s less-successful season-long efforts at 
world level with its considerably more 
highly vaunted new GSXR750. 
Hmmmm. 

However, not all- went well after that 
debut “win,” as the chance to ride the 
Gobert bike by taking part in a two-day 
pre-race test session at Albacete, while 
Anthony was off, underlined. While the 
ZX-7RR’s new chassis delivered 
improved corner speed (see technical 
sidebar), optimum setup was critical 
and not easily achieved, though the 
team did do a lot of testing during the 
year, and Simon Crafar’s experience 
plus the efforts of Ohlins suspension 
expert Jon Cornwell helped shorten the 





Though he went out of his way to 
steepen his learning curve this season, 
Gobert's self-admitted inexperience in 
chassis setup was greatly offset this sea- 
son by Cornwell's expertise, especially 
as the Canadian technician is an Expert- 
level road racer himself, as well as being 
a fast man on dirt ovals. That allowed 
him to relate more closely to Gobert’s 
MX-derived riding style and set the bike 
up accordingly, using much more bal- 
anced settings than Anthony's '95 
combo of a hard rear and soft front. 

Combined with Dunlop's comeback 
on the tire front after the disastrous 
aftermath of the Kobe earthquake, 
Kawasaki had a much better handling 























The "mostly" part came first for me 
at Albacete, with 10 laps on a well-used 
16.5-inch rear Dunlop, which under- 
lined how important it is to have fresh 
rubber to get the kind of grip a 150-plus- 
bhp bike requires. Dunlop's 16.5 rear 
delivers.improved traction on the angle, 
compared to the same company's 17- 
incher, whereas Michelin's 16.5-inch tire 
used on the works Castrol Hondas I'd 
test later that month in Australia offers 
improved side grip and thus enhanced 
corner speed, at the expense of traction - 
the opposite of the Anglo-Japanese rub- 
ber.

| that in its debut season won World Superbike rounds 
and defeated the all-conquering DuHamel/ Honda 
combo to win the prestigious American title straight out of the 
box has been understated, and underestimated - especially 
since, according to Muzzy Kawasaki’s WSC team boss Steve 
Johnson, the bike is radically different from the ZXR750 which 
took Scott Russell to the world title in ‘93. 

“This really is a 100-percent-new motorcycle, not just an 
update of the existing model, and one that we and the factory 
had to develop from ground zero for this season,” Johnson 
affirms, "The only holdover from the '95 ZXR750 was the rear 
axle - everything else was new on it, including both the chassis 
and engine package. 

“But Kawasaki really did a good job getting the bike to us 
early, and we did lots of good testing over the winter, which got 
us up to speed in time for the first race. It wasn’t a surprise win- 
ning in the first round at Misano; we knew we had a good pack- 
age for tracks like that where top speed wasn’t a factor.” 

How come? “Well, corner speed was up straightaway with 
the new chassis, and even though we were down on top speed 
compared to before, we knew that would come eventually. But 
the new frame was better right out of the gate - not necessarily 
because it was stiffer of itself, but because it no longer caused 
the whole bike to flex. : 

"The old ZXR would pump a lot in turns, regardless of 
whatever changes were made to the suspension or chassis 
setup, whereas while the new bike will still do that if it's not 
properly set up. The difference is now this can be dialed out - as 
you experienced for yourself at Albacete." | 

True, but even then, I didn't sample the biggest fix of all, 
which the team made up the week after my test, when Crafar's 
last six laps in the dying sunset of the Albacete test session con- 
vinced them this was the way to go. 

"After the problems you guys were having last week, we 
made two lockup bolts for the adjustable rear swingarm pivot," 
said Johnson on race day at Albacete. "This means the 
swingarm bolt is fixed to one side of the chassis, so as you 
tighten it, you pull the other side over to it and lock everything 
up. This makes it all a much more rigid package, and gets rid of 
a lot of the chassis windup and suspension pumping, which 
was our main handling problem on the new chassis this sea- 
son." 

Crafar's fine pair of fourth-place finishes on a Spanish track 
unsuited to the peakier in-line fours, followed by Gobert's dou- 








ble-up Aussie race victories, confirmed Kawasaki has surely 
cracked its handling hassles with the new setup. 

That leaves the new short-stroke engine as the main target of 
R&D attention over the close season, and in particular the wor- 
rying lack of straight-line speed, clearly apparent all season 
long, even on a short circuit like Brands Hatch, in Gobert's bat- 
tle there with Pier-Francesco Chili. Yet by fast Phillip Island, 
this was already better, though it was only thanks to Anthony's 
awesome speed in the last, fast turn before the main pits straight 
that he could overcome this handicap, especially vs. Slight's 
much faster Honda in the second race. й 

All the engines the team used this season іп WSC were built 
in Japan by the factory, then maintained and updated by 
Muzzy. The basis for them however is the ZX-7RR kit parts, 
which include a lighter crank, a wide choice of gear ratios (even 
if the six-speed gearbox still isn't extractable, as it is on the new 
Suzuki, meaning the engine must be split to change a ratio), 
gear-driven oil pump, 13.7:1 forged pistons, valves, springs and 
camshafts - whether chain or gear driven. Titanium connecting 
rods and valves have been tried and are still used occasionally, 
though without any significant performance improvement to 
justify the extra cost. 

e large radiator also is a kit part, though the stock one 
suffices in anything below 70 degrees ambient. Inlet tracts are 
now 3mm wider, up to 41mm to increase gas speed and help 
cylinder charging, and matched to newly homologated 41mm 
Keihin FCR flat-slides, though the smaller 39mm carbs used 
before also were permitted - but not, says the FIM, fitted with 
inserts to further reduce choke size in pursuit of improved 
acceleration on tight tracks like Misano, at the expense of top- 
end power. 

The '96 motor also has extra crankcase webbing for 
increased stiffness, as well as braced-in cylinder liners in the 
block, same as on the ZX-9 Ninja. But in developing the new 73 
x 44.7mm short-stroke engine for the ZX-7 (compared to the old 
ZXR750's 71 x 47.3mm), complete with shim-under-bucket 
valvetrain to replace the rocker-arm system used before to 
achieve greater reliability at higher rpm, Kawasaki presumably 
was aiming to obtain more power with increased revs - but it 
hasn't turned out that way. 

"It revs more, but to be honest it doesn't make power up 
there, at least not on the dyno," Johnson says. "But on the race 


track, especially somewhere like here at Albacete where you 


squirt it wide open just in short bursts, the only way to get it to 
accelerate is to tighten up the gearbox, using much closer ratios 
compared to the old engine - more like a 250 or something, then 
rev it tight. 

“Last year's longer-stroke motor actually made more peak 
power at higher rpm than this year's, so there's still something 
missing with the new engine." 

Kawasaki is at the same point now as it was at the end of '95 
with the old bike in terms of horsepower figures, over 155 bhp 
at the gearbox. A year ago that was just about competitive, but

rienced for myself at Albacete. As the 


after the huge leap forward by Honda and Ducati this season, 
it's off the pace. But whereas the old ZXR delivered that power 
right at the very top end, at 14,500 rpm, the new short-stroke 
motor peaks at 13,200-13,500 rpm, then holds that power right 
up to the 14,500-rpm rev limiter. 

"You might think from looking at the numbers that you'd 
need to short-shift the thing," Johnson says, "but that's not the 
case. You have to rev it out - Anthony hits the rev limiter in 
every gear, while peak torque is actually 700 revs lower on this 
bike than the old one, which is weird, because it's a short stroke. 
There's some secrets still to unlock, that's for sure." 

Still, you can't help getting the feeling that the new engine is 
part of Kawasaki's five-year plan for world domination of 
Superbike racing - short-stroking the motor puts the basic archi- 
tecture in place for the kind of 16,000 rpm-plus engine revs and 
sky-high power outputs Formula One cars are now obtaining - 
albeit with the aid of pneumatic valve gear and gear camshaft 
drive. Kawasaki may not have positive valve operation - yet - 
but the factory-built works engines used in WSC do indeed 
already have gear camshaft drive, even if the results so far 
haven't been what the team had hoped for. 

On the old bike, the Muzzy telemetry confirmed the gear- 
drive engine accelerated better and it also felt crisper as well as 
providing more horsepower. Presumably, this was due to more- 
precise cam timing, which tests show to be accurate 85 percent 
of the time with gear drive, compared to 60 percent with a chain 
- though a belt is still better than gears, because there's less fric- 
tional loss. У 

But while the gear camshaft drive was a definite improve- 
ment on the race track with the old ZXR motor, the new one has 
no gain when you put the gear drive on, and the reason for that 
eludes the team. Though the bike I rode at Albacete announced 
it had gear-driven cams by the rattle it made soon as it was fired 
up in pit lane, Simon Crafar ran a chain-drive motor all the sec- 
ond half of the season, just because that was the one he pre- 
ferred. 

The jury's still out on Kawasaki's other experimental gizmo 
as well: the adjustable carburetor trumpets. The team began 
experimenting with these last season, and they might be expect- 
ed to be even more of a benefit with the short-stroke motor, in 
terms of extending midrange power once the team starts to get 
serious numbers up high. 

“We have tried them," Johnson admits, “but they're still a 
prototype piece. The idea definitely works, but the problem is 
the contamination from dirt and ensuring smooth operation 
over the length of a race. But it does do what it's supposed to do 
- just needs more development, which we can't do at a race 
meeting." 

Muzzy's hands-on work on the variable throttle venturis has 
come to an end, anyway, since they're banned under U.S. super- 
bike rules and the team is reputed to be handing over Kawasa- 
ki’s World Superbike operation to a German-run team for 1997. 
They'll be missed. 
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tire neared 40 laps in age, it felt more 
and more like riding on ball bearings, 
especially on a track like this with a 
new, very astringent surface. Time for a 
change - and some work on the suspen- 
sion. 

Because even with an increasingly 
chronic lack of grip, the Kawasaki was 
pumping up and down when I got hard 
on the gas out of a turn - usually a sign 
that the rear shock's too soft for my, er, 
extra pounds compared to the super- 
stars who race these things for a living. 
But while Anthony is incredibly muscu- 
lar and fit, he's also quite chunky, and 
our body weights are pretty similar - so 
think again. 

I'd already experienced his distinc- 
tive dirtbike-derived riding position last 
year when I rode a green Gobert go-get- 
ter for the first time (though Crafar uses 
a similar layout and sits even more 
upright, because he's taller), and it still 
feels just as strange as the first time. 

Wide-spread handlebars and a far 
forward, upright stance, delivered cour- 
tesy of a two-inch thick rubber pad on 
the back of the seat, quite stiff front sus- 
pension and what felt like a soft rear all 
combine to. produce a bike you need 
time to feel comfortable on, and even 
longer to be able to ride hard. I was 
some seconds slower on the Kawasaki 
than on the Colin Edwards П Yamaha I 
was riding the same weekend, which 
felt much more taut and together. 

Still, that's what test days are for, and 
since Craggill - deputizing for his 
injured fellow Aussie - had exactly the 
same problems as me (and Crafar, who 
was going much faster, suffering the 
same only: worse). Chief wrench Larry 
Kano and Anthony's Spanish mechanic 
Pedro Parajua tore into the bike and 
rejigged the setup. The chief culprit was 
a shock later found to have a defective 
part inside, but a series of gradual setup 
improvements delivered a bike that 
wobbled less alarmingly hard on the 
gas, and with a fresh rear tire, started to 
put the power down well. 

Overnight, they built me a new shock 
- and next morning I had an object 
reminder in how crucial suspension 
setup is if you want to go fast - okay, 
faster in my case on the Muzzy ZX-7. 

^We checked the wheel rate on the 
telemetry, and determined that the new 
track surface gave so much grip, the tire 
was actually deforming," Cornwell 
explained. "Because of that, it trans- 
ferred everything into the shock - there 
was no suspension left in the tire car- 
cass. 

"Basically, all we did then was to 





lower the wheel rate 
by going to a softer 
spring with a bunch 
more preload - more 
than one kilo softer 
on the spring, which 
is a lot. This kept the 
ride height the same, 
allowed the shock to 
use a longer stroke 
and kept the integrity 
of the tire shape. 
Shows how critical 
telemetry is in setup - 
everything pointed to 
the rear being too 
soft, but in fact it was 
way too hard." 

Corner speed is 
really only a factor 
twice per lap at 
Albacete, the most important being the 
last turn onto the main straight past the 
pits. After suffering wheelspin and wob- 
bles aplenty on day one, I now had the 
Kawasaki carrying lots of speed into the 
turn, riding the bump in the middle 
without getting out of shape, then hook- 
ing up well for a good drive over the 
line - the fork settings on the 46mm 
Ohlins felt really good, with lots of feel 
from the grippy "front Dunlop. 

But even so, I found myself getting 
zapped in a straight line three-quarters 
of the way down the straight by both 
Yamahas (Edwards and Wataru 
Yoshikawa), as well as a deluge of 
Ducatis. Okay, I might not be go-getting 
on the gas quite as hard as the Go-Show, 
but by the time I'm straightened up and 
flying right, I can twist the wrist wide 
open as well as the next guy. 

What gives? 

Only the problem Gobert and Crafar 
had to live with all season, namely a 
surprising lack of top speed with the 
new short-stroke engine. Frankly, this 
was a disappointment - it hasn't got the 
appetite for revs of the previous ZXR750 
speed king, which built power strongly 
and ran freely all the way to 14,500 rpm 
and beyond - yet still pulled cleanly off 
the bottom from 8,000 rpm upward. 

With all Albacete's slow turns and 
short squirts, I'd have much preferred to 
be riding the older bike, because even 
with the same, smaller-size 39mm carbs 
fitted for the tight Spanish track, this 
new motor had nothing much on tap 
below 10,500 rpm, beyond the kind of 
poodle-power you use tootling around 
warming up rider and rubber. 

But there's serious midrange punch 
on tap once you hit the power threshold, 
though it comes in smoothly enough not

to unhook the back wheel if you gas it 
up hard out of a slow hairpin and wait 
for that magic moment to arrive. Then it 
starts to build revs fast - but by 14,000 
rpm, it's all done. 

You can feel the engine peak at just 
below that mark, but though it doesn't 
dip the power curve before the rev lim- 
iter starts fluttering the ignition at 14,500 
revs, it also doesn't seem to want to 
keep on pulling so hard up high. Not an 






























easy bike to ride hard - you have to real- 
ly work at getting the best out of the 
en 

Being left with a relatively narrow 
3,500-rpm effective powerband encour- 
ages you to use the Kawasaki's gearbox 
like a two-stroke GP bike and highlights 
the importance of tightening up the gear 
ratios to keep the engine on the boil. 

Fortunately, the KLS speed-shifter 
fitted to the Muzzy bike is perfectly set 
up, with exactly the optimum duration 
of cutout for each ratio determined by 
the telemetry, and dialed into the sys- 
tem to provide clean, crisp upward 
changes with just the right amount of 
sensitivity. It made using the gearbox a 
pleasure, and was an object lesson to the 
works Ducati teams to aim at in their 
setup of the same German kit on their 
bikes. 

But even though the ZX-7 was 
geared to use only the bottom five ratios 
at Albacete, I found myself changing

gear more often than on the Edwards 
Yamaha, which had a wider spread of 
power and used the top five ratios 
instead. A year ago, the roles would 
have been reversed. 

Of course, now I had to learn to ride 
the bike the way it should be ridden - in 
Go-Show mode. Only, the maestro was 
off sick, so for the time being until I 
could get some retroactive tips, I had to 
find out for myself. 

I have to say it took some getting 
used to, riding the Kawasaki at some- 
thing approaching race pace at Albacete, 
mainly because the bike seems rather 
wide - low-slung and a little ungainly at 
first. The new double-scoop bodywork 
introduced this season with a crossflow 
airduct for the pressurized airbox seems 
wider than the ZXR's previous single- 
3coop design, perhaps accounting for 
the loss of top speed because of its push- 
ing more air? 

Only one thing wrong with that 
notion: The new bike's actually a whop- 
ping 60mm narrower than the old one, 
affirms Steve Johnson. What's happened 
is that Kawasali has drastically revised 
the riding position - instead of sitting in 
the bike, like before, you're now 
perched higher on top of it with more of 
your body weight on the front wheel, 
even though static weight distribution is 
less forward-biased than before at 52/48 
percent. 

But the rider's weight makes the dif- 
ference, and even Gobert now reclines 
more over the fuel tank than he used to, 
thus loading up the front wheel more. 
Well, that is until he comes to a turn 
and starts trying to reverse it into the 
apex. 

Yet Pedro Parajua insists his man 
doesn't just stamp on the back brake 
and rear end it into a turn, but actually 
uses a combination of front and rear 
brakes (with extra spacers under the 
rear brake pedal to make sure it doesn't 
lock up) and countersteering with the 
bars to sideline it into the turn. 

“My technique in turns is totally dif- 
ferent from other riders, and comes 
from riding my motocrosser," Gobert 
says. "I hit both brakes hard at the 
same time, stay on them all the way to 
the middle of the turn while steering 
with a combination of my body weight 
and the bars, then let off the brakes and 
start rolling on the gas. You gotta be 
easy on the throttle off the turn, 
though, else you might high-side, and 
that hurts. 

"In faster turns, if you want to go 
quick, you have to stay on the gas and 
start sliding the hell out of it. Don't back 
Off, because if you do, you'll crash. Once 
I get the back end sliding, I'll grab the 
gas again just like on the dirt and ride 
right through it, using my body weight 
to keep things balanced. It's fun and it 
works - and makes me hard to pass, 
too." Bet Slight agrees, after that last 
race of the season. 

Well, I don't know about you, but 
Anthony will be missed in the WSC 
paddock. Still - onward and upward, 
and due recognition to Simon Crafar, 
who looks set to continue to carry the 
Kawasaki flag next season - by which 
time the Japanese factory is sure to have 
done some intensive R&D on its year- 
old motor to find the missing top-end 
power and perhaps even some extra 
revs. 

This past season was simply intended 
to be a development year for the new 
machine. Thanks to awesome Anthony 
and steady Simon, Kawasaki had a solid 
race-winning season to build on. Will they

Ke Plessinger came from behind 

o post yet another win in round 
five of the Mid-South Winter Hare 
Scrambles Series. It occurred on an 
unseasonably mild and perfect day for 
racing in southwest Kentucky. 

Team Green's Mike Sampson dislo- 
cated his shoulder at work the day 
before the race. You would never have 
known it as he shot into the woods and 
led a host of talented woods racers for 
the first lap and a half of the race. 

“My shoulder popped out at work 
and I was really hesitant about riding 
today, but the way it turned out, I'm 
glad I did," Sampson said. 

Sarge's Suzuki-backed Robert Patter- 
son came through right on Sampson's 
rear wheel. Reigning series champion 
Sport Cycles Racing's Doug Blackwell 
followed in third. Plessinger and his 
KTM factory partner, Seattle Cycle Cen- 
ter-sponsored Jason Dahners, rounded 
out the top five after they both spent 
some time on the ground on the first of 
four laps on the nine-mile course. 

"Jason was in front of me,” 
Plessinger said," and he was pulling 
over to pass another rider on the first 
lap and hit a rock or something on one 
of the short, fast fire roads and his bike 
kicked sideways. I was right there and 
just centerpunched him and we both 
went down pretty hard. He looked at 
me and asked if I was okay and I said, 
‘Yeah, let's go." 

Sampson continued out front for 
nearly the entire second lap until the 
seven-mile mark, when the front end 
washed out, and Patterson was there to 
seize the moment and the lead.

Blackwell headed out on the third of 
four laps and continued in the lead until 
about the halfway point when he 
crashed and gave the lead to Plessinger. 
Plessinger continued out front and came 
through at lap's end with a slight lead 
and stopped for fuel and fresh goggles. 
Blackwell was second and also stopped 
for fuel and goggles. Sampson held onto 
third as Dahners made an unexpected 
pass on Patterson right before the final 
check. 

“I hesitated going across the creek 
and mudhole because of a couple of 
other riders," Patterson said, ^when 
Dahners came up and took a different 
line and jumped past me."

A hard-charg- 
ing Horrocks caught up to Dexter and 
secured second with Perry taking first. 

The second moto was a Dexter-vs.- 
Horrocks battle with Dexter pushing an 
end-of-moto pass for the moto win and 
his second overall win of the day. An 
interesting note: Both Horrocks and 
Barnes got up from ugly endos and 
jumped back on their bikes as if nothing 
had happened. 

The Pro-class iron men were Chris 
Lykens of Lamar, Pennsylvania; Peter 
Hogan of South Meridian, Connecticut 
and Brad Crouch of Newport News, 
Virginia. In the first 250cc A moto, 
Hogan grabbed the holeshot and com- 
manded the first few laps only to catch 
his front wheel in a rut, putting him 
down pretty hard.

DG/Montclair Yamaha/John Burr- 
sponsored first annual Vintage MX Win- 
ter National. 

The California Racing Club crew 
toned down the sandy Los Angeles 
County Raceway Saddle Glen course to 
suit the vintage and Hey-Day (pre-'82) 
bikes to perfection. 

Maico-mounted Dan Berg led the 
charge through the sweeping right-hand 
first turn as the gate dropped in moto 
one. Tim Nash and Staten were battling 
over second on a couple of nice 250cc 
Hondas, with Chris Radzinski, Rick 
O'Donnell and Charlie Beck giving 
chase. Staten was the first to make a 
move, diving underneath Nash to take 
over second place with a lap completed. 

Berg was cutting some fast laps on 
his pristine big-bore and had pulled six 
seconds on Staten, who had his hands 
full holding off a determined Nash. 
O'Donnell was getting used to things 
and started reeling in Radzinski on his 
four-stroke Honda. 

When the checkers fell, it was Berg 
with the win. Staten pulled clear of 
Nash in the last couple of laps for sec- 
ond. O'Donnell was all over Radzinski 
on the final lap in a great battle for 
fourth with Radzinski holding him off 
by half a bike length at the line. 

Berg duplicated his first-moto 
holeshot in round two. Staten was on a 
490cc Maico of his own this time, and he 
wasn't about to give Berg the horsepow- 
er advantage again. Radzinski held 
third over Nash and O'Donnell. 

It took Staten a couple of laps to get 
used to his German-made mount, but 
once he did, he started to reel in Berg. 
Halfway through the race, Staten was 
within striking distance and started to 








look for a way around when Berg 
waved him past, the victim of a front 
flat. 

Staten easily motored away for the 
win. Even with a flat, the super-smooth 
Berg was able to finish second. Nash got 
around Radzinski for third-place pay- 
back. O'Donnell used 5-4 finishes to 
edge out Radzinski's 4-5 score for fourth 
overall. 

“Berg is a hard charger," Staten said, 
"but I figured he'd last six laps. I know 
he doesn't train hard. I’ve been racing a 
lot in the desert lately and doing some 
motocross schools, so I thought I could 
wear him down in the end." 

Seventies hotshoe David Taylor 
picked up the Vintage 125cc Expert first- 
moto win, but not without battling with 
Scott Davis and multi-time quad cham- 
pion Gary Denton for the entire moto. 
When the checkers waved, Taylor fin- 
ished inches ahead of Davis with Den- 
ton equally close in third. 

Taylor grabbed the second-moto 
holeshot and was passed by Denton on 
the opening lap.

World Speedway Champion Billy Hamill, 
along with Greg Hancock, Dukie Ermolenko, 
Josh Larson and Bobby Schwartz, were all there 
and planned on putting on a demonstration 
until it became apparent that watercraft would 
have been the equipment better suited for the 
day. 

Maely has promised that the Gumball Rally 
will be run in January, and after seeing what a 
good time everyone had, was talking about hav- 
ing a day set aside every month for just some 
good fun riding - and that was met with a full 
round of cheers. A lot of riders have cut their 
teeth on the little oval at Maely Ranch and those 
same riders are bringing their kids out for the 
same experience. 


Albrecht all right at GSC MX

The phone rang at the Cycle News 

office one day. It was U.S. National 
Speedway Champion Steve Lucero, who was 
looking to retrieve some. photos that he'd 
loaned to Cycle News - one of which can be 
seen in our 1997 Calendar of Champions. 
The two-time National champ shares the 
month of April with newly crowned World 
Champion Billy Hamill, the fourth Ameri- 
can to win the sport's most prestigious title. 
After assuring Lucero that his photos and a 
calendar or two were in the mail, we briefly 
discussed the sport - and its coverage in 
Cycle News. 

The conversation started by my asking 
Lucero if he was up to date on his Cycle 
News subscription. 

"Nope," Lucero told me. "I haven't had a 
subscription in a few years because you guys 
stopped covering speedway for a while. Then 
in 1995 it seemed like it started getting bet- 
ter again, so I just bought issues that had 
something about speedway." 

Lucero then went on to harp about how 
he hadn't made the cover for winning the 
U.S. National. I countered that our world 
coverage, thanks to longtime overseas corre- 
spondent John Hipkiss, was just about the 
best in the world, but Lucero was right 
about the lack of domestic coverage. What I 
don't think he realized was that he was actu- 
ally giving sad commentary on the plight of 
speedway racing in the United States. 

It seems like the American arm of the 
sport has been going seriously downhill for 
the past five years, with the lack of participa- 
tion and diminishing crowd support reach- 
ing epidemic proportions today. Despite the 
fact that an American now holds the World 
Championship title, the 1997 season could 
well be the most bleak since the sport's 
revival in 1967. To think that speedway, 
which is largely responsible for where I am 
today, was in such disarray was troubling to 
say the least. Unfortunately my status as the 
dirt track guy at Cycle News. has prevent- 
ed me from keeping an eye on the weekly 
happenings in the speedway scene. So what 
happened? 

There are almost as many different opin- 
ions as to why American speedway has

great sport. It's like watching a rodeo. A 
national tour would be bitchin'. 

Also, I don't know how the AMA 
supports speedway, because I haven't 
raced here on a regular basis for a 
while, but I think that the promoters 
make up the rules to accommodate 
themselves. I ride laydown motorcycles, 
which are a big advantage on quarter- 
mile tracks but offer no advantage on a 
track like Costa Mesa. Yet right before 
the National this year all the other rid- 
ers conveniently got together and 
decided that laydowns would not be 
allowed. Competitors shouldn't be 
making up the rules. The sanctioning 
body should be making them. Nowhere 
in the AMA rule book does it say that 
laydowns are not allowed. I felt cheated 
because I didn't have an upright bike, 
and I wasn't going to borrow a bike for 
the National. I'm not saying that I 
would have come back and won, 
because all those guys are tough, and 
they have been riding Costa Mesa all 
season. It's hard to come from a quarter 
mile to such a small track. But it's ironic 
that I was able to represent America, 
but I couldn't ride in America. It would 
have meant so much to come back after 
winning the World Championship and 
ride in front of my family, friends and 
people that I used to ride in front of. 
America was my breeding ground. I felt 
slighted. 

These are just some of the things I see 
right now. I don't think that I have all of 
the answers or anything, but I know 
that if you make enough noise, people 
are going to hear you. Right now U.S. 
speedway is not making enough noise. 
It's basically up for sale to any hungry 
promoter who wants to come along and 
take it. I really do still feel that speed- 
way is one of the greatest spectator 
sports. I hope that somebody comes 
along and does it justice. My role in that 
will be whatever they want it tobe. єх
